fion. Befides this nacurall inclination 8¢ hope which carried me this wvay other 
mor~ves there vvere that made faile and fer me forward. I {avy how divers men 
beforeme had dealt with this authour, whiles fome laboured to reforme wvhae- 
Oever by iniurie of time wvas growne out of frame:orhers did their beft to 
tranflate him into their own conguc,and namely the Italian and French : more- 
ver,the Title prefixed therto fo univerfallas it is,to wit, Tbe Hiftorse of the World,

rall good of mankind. Over and befides, the Argumencenfuing full of vazictie, 
fammhed with difcourfes of ail matters, aot appropniacto the leamed only, buz 
sccommodar to the rude paifant of che countrey ; fitted for che painefull arrizan 
fs cown and cities pertinent to the bodily healch of 1.4n,vwoman,and duld ; and 
inone woord, fuiting with all forces of peopt!e living in afocietic and common- 
wreale. To fay nothing of the precedent given by theauthour himfelfe who en- 
diced the fame, not with any affected plhrrafe, buc forting wvell with the capaci- 
tie even of che meaneft and moft unlestered : who alfo tranilaced a good parc 
thereof out of the Greeke. What fhould[alledye the examole of former times, 
wherein the like hath evermore been approved and practited ? Why fhouldany 
man therefore take offence hereat, and eavie this good to his naturall councey, 
which wvas firft meant for the whole wodd?And yer fome there be fo groff: as 
so giveour, Thatthefe and fuchlike books oughtnocco bee publilhed in the 
tongue. Iisa fhame (quoth one) chat Livie fpeaketh Englith as hee 
doth : Latinits onely are to bee acquainted with him : As who would fay, the 
fouldiour were to have recourfe unto che univerfitie for militarie skill and knowy- 
ledge; or the fchollarto puton armsand piccha campe. What fhould Plame 
(Lith another) bee readin Englifh, and the my({teries couchéd in his books di- 
vulged : asif the husbandman,the mafon, carpenter,cold{muh, painter, lapida- 
tic, and engraver, wvith other artificers, yverc bound co feeke unto great clearks 
or linquifts for in{tructions in cheit feverall arts. C +rtes, fach Aoms as thefe, be- 
fides their blind and erroneous opinion , shinke rot fo honourably oftheir na- 
tive countrey and mother congue as they ought: who if they were fo wvell afte- 
ted charwvay as they fhould be,vvould wifhracherand endeavour by all meais 
to ciumph nowy over the Romans in fubduing their liceracure under the dent of 
the Englifh pen, in requitall of the conqueft fomctime over this Ifland, atchie- 
ved by the edgeof their fword.

within the ciatic of Rome hee managed civile affairs,and bare honourable offi-- 
ces of Seare. Who would nor thinke but each one of thefe places would require 
a whole man ?and yet amid thefe occafions wherwith he wvas poffeffed,he pen- 
ned Chronicles, wrate Commentaries, compiled Grammatical rreatifes, and 
many other volumes which at this day are utterly loft. As forthe Hiftorie of 
Nauure now inhand, wvhich fheweth him to be an excellent Philofopher and a

fo often protefted ; his indefatigable {tudie both day and night, even to the in- 
gurie of nacure,and the fame continued in everie place,as well abroad as wvichin- 
houfe;in his iourney upon the high way, where his manner was co read and to 
indite ; in his ordinarie paflage through the {treets betweene court and home,

In at- 
tibating fo much urito Nacure, Phasie feemeth to derogat from the almightie 
God, to him <yrwses 5 and therefore daungerous(faichone)to be divulged.

{0 as itisneedlefic to fearch and inquire into the largeneffe thereof, either by ahr of eiefight, p 
ot by conjecture of the mind, How unmeafurableit is, 2ppeareth evidently by this, Thas trees 
which are planted in limits from Eaft co Wet,caftcth fhaddowes equall in proportion; albcic 
they be never fo many miles afunder in length : as if the Sune were in the middeft of them all,’ 
Fhis ethalfo abou the time of the equinodtiall in all regions meridional, when the fun 
fhineth diredly plumbe over mens heads,and caufeth nofhadow. In like manner,thefhaddows 
ofthem that dwell Northerly under the Soiftitiall circle in fummer, falling all at noone-tide, © : 
Norchward,burat fun rifing, Weltward,doing the {ame demonftration. Which poffibly could 
not be,unlefle the funne were farte preater than the earth. Moreover in that,when he rifeth,hee 
firrpaffethin breadch thehill Ida, compaffing the fame at large both on theright hand and the 
feft,and namely being fo farre diftant as he is. The ecliptc ot the Moone doth thewalfo the big- 
nefic of the Sin, by an infallible demonttration ; lixe as himfelie eclipfed, declareth the litde- 
nes of che earth.For whereas there be of fhadows three formes and figures : and evidentitis,thae 
f the darke maceriall bodie which cattech a fhadow, bee equall in bizneffeto the light,then the.

Aftet 
them, Hipparchus compiled his Ephemerides,containing the courfe and afpects of both thele 


planers for fixe hundred yeares enfuing :comprehending withall themoneths according tothe , 


ation and reckonings of fundrie nations the daies, che houres,the firustion of places,the M 
afpects,and latitudes of divers townes and countries; as the world wil tearchim wimeffe : and 


Berit thefe were doubtlefle, who above the teach of all capacitie of morzall aicn, found out 
seafon of the courle of fo mightic {tarres and divine powers: and whereas the filic mind of men 
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the Hiftorie of Nature. 

befose fert and to fecke, fearing in thefe eclipfes of the ftarres fome wrong & violence 
ve dexhof the planets, fecured them in that behalfe sin which dreadful feare flood Stefichor us 
and Pindsrew the pocts(notwithftanding their loftic ftile,)and namely at che eclipfe af the Sun, 
as may appeare by cheir poemes. As for the Moone, morrall men imagine that by Magicke 
forcerieand charmes, fhe is inchaunced and therfore helpe her in fuch a oafe when theiscclip- 
fed by diffonant ringing of bafons. In this fearefull fir alfo of an eclipfe, Nscius the General of 
the Achenians(asa man ignorant of the courfe thereof) feared co fet faile with his fect out-of | 
the haven, and fo greatly endaungered and diftrefled the ftate of lhiscouncric. Faire chicve yee 
chen fot your excellent wit, 6 noble Spirits interpretours of the heavens, capable of Natures 
workes,and the devifers of that reafon whereby yc have furmounted both God and man.For who 
is he,that ficeing thefc chings,and the paineful ordinarie travels(fince that this tearmc is now ta- 
kenup) of che itarres; would noc beare with his owne infirmitic,and excufe this neceffine of be- 
ing borne to die? Now, for this prefene I will breefely and fummmarily touch thofe principal 
points which are coniefled and agreed upon as touching the faid eclipfes, having lightly rende-- 
red areafon thereof in moft necdfull places: For ncither fuch prooving and arguing of thefe 
matters, belongeth properly to our purpofed worke; neither is it Iefle wonder ro bce adie to 
yecld the reafons and caufes of all things,chan to be refolure and conftaut in fome. 
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Erraine it is that all cclipfes in 222 moneths have their revolutions, andrétum

der the earth.Neither be thefe eclipfes in all places feene, when they are zbove the carth: by rea- 
fon fometimes of cloudie weather, but more often, for thac the globe of thcearth hindereth the 
fighcof the bending convexitie ofthe heaven. Within thefe two hundred ycares tound out ic 
was bythe wittic calculation of Hipparchus, thatthe Moonc fomerime was eclipfed twifc in five 
moneths fpace,and the funne likewife in feven.Alfo that the Sunne and Moone ewice in thirtic 
daics were darkencd above the earth: howbeit feene this was not equally in all quarters, but of 
divers men in divers places :and chat which maketh mee to marvell moft of all in this wonder, 1s . 
this chat when agreed it is by all char the Moone light is dimmed by the fhaddowof the earth, 
one while this eclipfe happeneth in the Weft, and another while inthe Eaft:asalfo, bywhac_ 
reafon it happened, that fecing aficr the Sunne isup, that thaddow which dusketh thelghtof 
the Moone, muft needs be under the earth: it fell our once, that the Moone was eclipfed in the.

_.forceabove 30 yeeres, exceptthey chaunce atthe very time thattownes orcoloniesbeeredied

ie Lightnings may be either compelted or eafily entreated to fall upon the earth. There § 
goeth areport of old in Hetruria,that fuch a lightning was procured byexorcifms 
a Band conjurations, when there entred into the cittie Volfinij (after all the cerritory 
‘abourit wasdeftroyed) amonfter, which they named Volta, Alfo, that another was r3ifed and 
conjured by Por/enaa their King, Moreouer, Z. i/o (awriter of good credit)reporteth in his firlt 
bookeof Annales, that Num. before him pradtifed the fame teat many a time and often : and 
when 7::las Hoftil:es would haue imitated him and done the like (for that he obferued not all 
the ceremonies accordingly) was himfelfe ftrucke and killed with lighting. And for ehis pur- 
pofe, facred groues we haue and altars, yea and certaine facrifices due thereto. And among the 
Inpiters furnamed Stateres ,Tomantes and Feretrt ,we haue heard that one alfo was called Ekcins. 
Sundry and divers are mens opinions as touching this point, andeuery man according tohis 
owne liking and fanfie of his mind. To beleeucthat Nature may be forced and commaunded,Is 
avery audacious and bold opinion: butitis as blockith on the other fide and fenfeleffe,co make 
. her benefits of nopower and effect ;confidering that in the interpretation of Lightning, men 
have thus farre forth proceeded in skill and knowledge,as to foretell when they will come at fex 
and prefcript day: and whether they will fordoe and truftrare the daungers pronounced , of 1 
ther open other deftinies, which lic hidden :and an infinite fort of publicke and privat sy tie 
ments of both kinds areto be found. And therefore (fince it hath fo pleafed Nature) let fome 
men be refolved herein, and others doubrfull: fome may allow thereof, and others condemne 
the fame, As forus, we will nocomitthe reft which in thefe matters are worth remembrance. 


S} Hacthe Lightning is feene before the thunderclap is heard, alchough they come indeed

& prove by Gcomerricallfubtile demon{ tration, that it cannot poflibly be thar the water fhould 
fal!.For feeing that waters run naturally from alott co the lower parts, and that all men confefle, 
thar this is chets nacure,and no man doudteth chat the water of che {ea,camcever in any fhore fo - 
farre as the devexitie would have fuffered: doubricfie it appeareth, that d:clower acthingis,the * 
necrer it isto the centre;and tharall che lines which from thenceare fent out tothe next waters, 
‘are (horter than thofe which from the firft warers reach tothe uunoft extremity of the fea.Here- 
upon the whole water, fromi every part thereof, bendeth co the centre,and therefore falleth noe 
away ,becaulc it inclineth naturally to che inner parts.And this we mutt beleeve, chat Nature the 
" workensaiftris framed and ordained fo,tothe end thas the carth, which being drie,could not by ie 
" felfealone without fome moilture, eepe any confiltence ;and the water likewife could not abide - 
and ftay, unlefle theearth upheld it :in which regard they were mutually coembrace one ano- 
ther,and fo be unired,whiles the one opened all the creckes and noukes,and the other ran whol- 
ly into the other py the meanes of fecret veines within, without and above, like ligamentsto clafp 
jt, yea,Sc fo break our atthe upmofttops of the hils:whether being partly carried by a fpirit,and 
partly exprefied torth by the ponderolitic of the earth, ic mounteth as it werc in pipes : and fo far 
is i¢ off from danger of falling away ,,thacit leapeth up to che higheft and loftieft chings that bee. 
By which reafon it ssevident alfo, why the feas {well not and grow, notwithftanding {o many ri- 
vers daily cun intothem. | : :

Cimbrians:and fo from rence having kenned and viewed the vaft & wide fea,or els taken know- 
ledge therot by report, he paficd ro the Scythian climate and thofe cold coatts, frozen & aboun- 
ding with too much modture. For which caufe there is no likelyhood, that in thofe parts the feas 
are atan end,whereas there is {uch exceffive wet thac all ftands wich wacer.And neer unto it from 
the Eaft,out of che Indian fea, thar whole part under the fame clime of the world which bendeth 
eoward the Cafpianfea,was failed throughout by the Macedonian armies, when Selewcus & As- 
brachus ceigned,who would needs haveitto,that Sedencus & Antiechi: fhouldbeare their narmss. 
Abou the Cafpian fea alfo many coafts and fhores of the Ocean have been difcovered, and by 
are — ps mir pe the North of one fide orother, hath beene oe 
or over.. But yet co pur all our of conjecture, there isa argument colleGed by 
Mecre Mzotis, whether it bee 2 gulfe dead anc of dix Ocean (35 | perceive have be- 
Jecved) or an overfuwing of the fame, and devided from 1 by anarrow pecce of che cont- M 
nent.

The fame Nepos maketh report as touching the compaffing about of the North, that unto 9, 
7 cnerelins Ccler (Colleague to C. Afrnses inthe Confulthip, but atthat time Proconfullin 
B Gaulc)certaine Indians were given by aking of the Suevians,who as they failed oucof India for 
rratficke,as merchanes,were driven by tempeft,and caft upon Germanic. Thus the eas flowing 
on every fide about this globe of the earth, divided and cut into parcels, bereave us of a part of 
the world: fos neithertrom thence hether,nor from hence thither, there is a thorow faire and 
paflage.

——=9)_ many as they be,and ot fo great bignefle; what a mightie fpace chinke you,wil 
itbe thought totake up and inhabite,and how lite can there be left for men to inhabite ? Sure- 
ly the pofleffion of fo vattand huge a deale,muft needs becexceeding great and infinite, Whae 
fay youthen tochis, [hacof theearth which is left,the heaven hath taken away che more part?For 
whereas there bee of the heaven five parts,which they call Zones: all thac lieth under the wo ue 
moft, towit,on both fidesabout the poles, namely, this here whichis called Seprentrto, s.che 
North,and the other overagainftit,named the South, itis overcharged with extreme and rigo- 
rouscold, yea,and with perpccualltroftand yce. In both Zones, it is alwaies dim and darke,and 
by reafon thatthe afpect of the more mild and pleafane planets is diverted cleanc from thence, 
the light thatis,theweth little or nothing ,& appeareth white with the froft onely. Now, the mid- 

eot the earth whcras the Sunne hath his way,and keepeth his cou:fe,{corched and burnt with 
flames,iseven parched and fried againe,with the hore gleames thercof being fo necr. Thole two 
onely on cither fide about it, namely,beeweenc this burnt Zone and the two trozen,are tempe- 

E rate: and even thofe have notaccefleand paflage the one roche other, by reafon of the burning

Yea,and the fame floweth 

ctweene,and entreth into fo many armes,as that thereby it deviclech Atfricke, Europe,and A- 

fia afunder.Now,what a quantitic of the land ic taketh upmay be collecied and reckoned at this 

| daybychemeafure and proportion of fomany rivers, and fo great Meres, Adde thereto both 

lakes and pooles :and withall take from the earth the high mountaines, bearing up theit heads 

aloft into the skie,foas hardly the eiecan reach theit heigths :the woods befides, and fteep dif- 

cents of the vallics,the wilderneffes, and watt wilds Icftdelcrtupon athoufandcaufes. Thete fo 

many pecces of the earth or rather as moft have written, this htde pricke of the world(for furely 

tsnoching els in comparifon of the whole)is the onely matter of our glorie, This, fay, 
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isthe very feat thereof : ere wee focke for honours and dignities, here wee excrcife Gur ruleand 


suthoritic: here we cover wealeh and richeffe : here all mankind is fet upon ftitres and troubles ; 
here wee raife civil warres ftill one after another: and with mutuall maflacres and murders wee 
make moreroume in the earth.

knowne cobe like a Globe: tor fo doubrleffe 1 cometh to paffe, chat with us the tars abou the 
North pole,never go down ;and thofe contrariwile of the Meridian,never rife, And again ,thefe 
here be not feen a reve by reafon that the globe of the earch fwelleth up in the mids between. 
Again, Trogloditine and Agype,confning next upon it,never {erie upon the North pole ftarss 
neither bach lealic a fight of Canopus or that which they name Berensecs baire. Likewile another, 
which under the Esnpire of 4.22/!se, men furnamed C¢f.irss Thronon : and yet they be ftarres 
chere,of {peciall marke. And{u evidently bendcth che cop of the carth in the rifing, thar Cano- 
pus ac Alexandriafcemeth to che bcholders,clevatc above the earth alinoft one fourth past ofa 
figne: but if'a nan looke from Rhodes, the fame appeareth after a fort, to touch: the very Hori- 
zon: and in Pontus, where the clevation of the North pole is higheft, not {eene at all :yea, and 
this {ame Pole at Rhodes is hidden, but morein Alexandria. In Arabia, all hid it is at the firtt 
watch of the night in November; bur at che fecond, ittheweth. In Meroe, at Mid-fummer i 
the evening, itappeareth for a while : but forme few daics before the rifing of ArCturus, feene it 
is with the very dawning of the day.

chat beat noone in the South, they fee veric often. Atwhartime as A icxinder the Great wan 
char famous victorie at Arbela, the moone (by report) was eclipfed at the fecond houre of the 


"night: but ac the very fame time in Sicilic, fhe arofe. The eclipfe of che Sunne, which chaunced 


betore the Kalends of Maij when as ipfamus and Fenterus were Confuls, (and that was not many 
yceres pait) was {cenein Campania betweene the 7 and 8 houres of the day: but Corbale (a ge- 
nerall Commaunder then in Armenia) made report, that it was fecne there betweene the tenth 
arid cleventh houres of che fame day : by rcafon chat the compaflc of the globe difcovercth and 
hideth fone things to fome, and other to others, But, and if thecarth wete plaine and level, all 
things Should appeare at once to all men; for neither thould one night be longerthan another, 


ne yet fhould the day of 12 houres appeare even and equall to any, but co thofe chatare {cated

Now, that all Springs are colder in Summer than Winter who knoweth not? ss 
2lfo thefe worderous workes of Nature, Thacbraffe and lead in the mafle orlumpe finkedowne 
and are drowned, bur if they be driven out into tirin plates, they floce and fisim aloft: and let the 
weight be all one, yet fone things feree co the boctome, others againe glide asove, Moreover, 
that heavic burdens and lodesbe flirred and removed wish more e2fe in water. Likewilc, tharthe

ter it is full of Snow,& covereth the afhes caft up, with froits. Neither in italonedoth Nas 
gure tyrranize and thew her crueltie,threatning as thee doth a gencrall confurring of the whole 
earth byfire. Forin Phofelis the hill Chimzra likewifeburneth, and thatwith a conunuall fire 
borh night and day: tefiss of Gnidos writeth , Phat the fire therof is cnflamed and {eta burning 
C wih warer,bue quenched with earth. In the fame Lycia the mountaines Heohaity, being once 
couched andkindled wich a faming torch,do fo burne our,thar the very floncs ot the rivers,vea 
and the fand in waters,are on fire withall; and the fame fie is maintained with rane. Phey rcport 
al'o,thacif aman make a furrow with a ftatfe chatis fet on fire by them, there follow guteers as it 
were of ize. In the Bactrians countrey, the cop of the hill Cophantus bu:necieverynighe. A- 
monglt he Medians alfo,and the Carttian nation,the fame mountains burneth: but princi pally 
inthe verv confines of Perlis.At Sutis verily, in aplace cailed the White Tower, out of fittcene 
chiwnics or cunnels the fire iffueth,and dhe greareft of them, even in tic day ume carricth fire. 
‘Thercis a plaine abour Babylonia,in manner of a fith-poule, which tor the quantitie of an acre 
of ground ourneth Iikewile, In like fortneere the mountaine Helperiusin Acdiyopia,the fields —

, Whole world without loffe of it felfe ? Put thereto the infinite number of tars the mightie great 
Ne; moreover che fires in mens bodies,and thofe that are inbred in {ume ftones; the artriti- 
el of certaine woods one againft anothersyca,and thofe within clouds,tLevery original of 
‘ Kenings. Surely, it exceedect al miracles,that any one day fhould pafle and not all tte world 
celctonalight confuming fire, fince that the hollow frie glaffes alio {ce oppofucagainft che 
uane beams, fooner fer things a burning than any other fire. What fhould I {pcake of innu- 
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merable others which be indeed litle, but yet naturally iffuing outin great abundance? In the ¢

- ble when it pafleth and removeth, neither endureth it long in any other matter. Anahehere is 


wing over this ficric fountaine and covering it, which notwi ftanding is alwaits greene, In 
ac eomcaiech Mutina,there tifeth up fire alfo, upon certaine fer holidaies unta Vatcene. It is 
Sound wrieten, Thatif a.cole of fire fall downe upon che arable fields under Aricia the very foile 
ison fire. In the Sabines territorie,asalfo in the Sidicines, ftones if they be annointed 

or greafed, will be fer ona light fire.Ina towne of the Salentines called Egnatia,it fire be laid up, 
on acertaine hallowed ftone there, it will immediately dame out. Vpon the alter of Lsx0 Lacinza 


ftanding as it doth in the open aire, the afhes lie unmoveable and ftirre not, blow what ftormie 


winds that will on every fide. Over and befides these be fires {ecne fuddainely to arife,both in wa- 
ters and alfo about the bodies of men. Walertus fatiss reporteth, Thac the lake Thrafymenus 
once burned all over: alfo that Servius Tullius in his childhood,ashee lay afleepe, had a light 
fire fhone our of his head: likewile,as Z. Mar tsus madean Oration in open audience to the ar- 
mie, after the two Scipies were {laine in Spain,and exhorted his fouldiors to revenge their death, 
his head was on 2 flaming firein the fame fort. More of this argument, and in better order, wil 
we write foone hereafter. Fornow we exhibite and fhewche mervailes of all chingshuddled and 
intermingled together. Burm the meane while, my mind being pafled beyond the incerpreta- 
tion of Nature hafteneth to lead as it were by the hand the minds alfo of tc readers, through.

Rosetta, or Triguetr of the criangle forme. It is in circuit (as Agrippa faith) 193 milcs, In 
time paft ic grewe to the Brutians counaey, but foone after by the gufhing of the fea be.

From thence there isextended a {inall Euripus or arm of the ica for $6 miles fpace, 
to Priapus a citic of Afta, wheras “lexsnder the great paffed cver.From that place the fea erow- 
eth wide and broad, and againe gathereth intoa ttreig ht sthe largcnefie chereof is called Pio- 
pontis;the ftreights, Bofphorus, haltca mile over: andthat way Davies the father of Xerxes 
made a bride over,and tranfported his forces. The whole length of this from Hellefpontis 2:9 
m:ks. From dace the huge mainefeacalled Pontus Euxinus, and intumes paft Axenus, ta 
keth up che {pace beaweene Lands farre dilfice and remore afunder, and wich a great winding and 
turning of the thores, bendeth backward into certaine horns,and lyeth out ftretched from them 
on both fides, refembling evidently a Scythian bow.1n the very mids of this bending, it joyneth 
clofe roche mouth of the lake Mocotis. And that mouth iscalled Cimmerius Bofphorus,two 
miles and a halfc broad.

Matianss 2865 nules, In like fort,fome have determined & defined che meafure on Europe fice, 
tobe 4078 miles anda halfe: others.1 1072 miles, 4K arve takech his meafure in chis manner: 
From the mouth of Pontus to Apollonia, 188 miles and a halte:to Calaris asmuch. Then to 
the mouth of Ifter 125 : co Boryithenes 25: to Cherrhonefus, a towne of the Heracleates,375 
miles. To Panticapxrus, which fomecall Bofphorus, the umoft coaft of Europe,222 milesand 
a halfe: which being put ina groffe fumme together, 1336 miles anda halfe. W4grippa mealu- 
seth chus :from Bizantium co theriver Ifter 560 miles : then to Panticaprum 630:from thence 
the very lake Moxotis taking into it cheriver Tanais, running out of the Rbhiphzan hils, is fup- 
pofed ro deare the compafle of 13¢6 miles, becing the furtheft bound betweene Europe and 
AGia. Others againemakc 11625 miles. But furely ftom hismouchto the mouth of Tanais,and 
takea flreight courte, it is 375 miles without queftion. The inhabitants of that coaft, have been 
nasned in the defcription and mention of Thrace, as farre as to Iftropolis : now from thence, 
the mouthes of Iftcr.

Well, the meafure fome have taken of the fea, from Bofphorus Thracius unto the lake of 
Mceotis, and have accounted it to be 1438 miles anda halfe, Bus Ev ste/bemes reckoneth it leffe 
by onc hundred, Agrippa faith, that from Chalcedon to Phafis,it is a choufand miles, and foro 
Bofphorus Cimmerius 360 miles, As for us, wee will ferdowne fummarily and in general, the 
diltances of places,according to the moderne knowledge of our nation in thefe daies, for as 
much as our armies have warred in the verie ftreight and mouth of this Cimmerian ftrcight. 

Being pafled then from the ftreight of Bofphonus Thracius,we mec with theriver Rhebas, 
which fomehave called Rhoefus : and beyond it, Pfillis another river :then, come we tothe pore 
ot Calpas, and Sanganus one of the principall rivers of A fia: it arifech in Phrygia :itreceiverh 
other huge rivers into it, and among the reft Tembrogius and Gallus.

Beyond them, dre Viarand Silenizand tien you cone: | 
the deferts for 25 omiles :which when yee have paficd over, you thall meet with the Org2nace:, 
the Abaorts, Sibara, andthe Sucrtx : and beyond thefe,a wiidermeffe ag ainc as ereatas the {or- 
set, Paffe on farther, you come among the Sarophages, Sorgr, Baraomatx, and the Gurbre- 
tcs :of whome therebe 13 feverall nations, and cach onc hach ewo great cities apeecs.As forthe 
Afeni,ehey people three cities: their capital cite is Bucephala,buiitin the very place where k:c3

eati'y difcover from our of this their liland , with whome they had acqueiitance by che imcares 
of tafticke and merchandife: and chat Sach.as his father ufed many tines to wavarle thither. 
Affianing morcover,thatif any fkraungers came thither, they were encownired aiid aflailed by 
wild and favage bealts : and that thc inbabitantsthemfelyes were giants of finire excecaing thie 
Oidinaric proportion of ncn having red haire,cies of colour blewth, their voice for fcund Lor- 
nible, foripecch nox diftinct nor intelligible for any ufe of uafticke and commerce. in aii things 
elfetheirpractifeis che fame that our merchants and occupiers docule : for onthe farther tide 
of the river, when wares 2nd commocities are laid downe, if dicy lift to mekeexchaurze they 
have chem away, and leave other merchancile in Lieu thereof tocontent the f-rrem merch2nt. 
And verily 1i0 preater catiic have we otherwifeto hate and abhor this exccflivefuperfuirie, 0:39 
tocattourcye fo far and conficer with our {eives, what itis thatwe fecke for, trom rat rcicte 
arts we ferch ir, and co wnatend we fomuch defire all his vanitice. Bureven tis [iliand Tapro- 
ee as farre off asitis,fee-niag as icwere c2ft outof the way by Nature,and civided Con al 
this world witercin we lise, is not without thefe vices 3nd imperfections wherewiti: we are talll- 
eed and infected For even pold and fiver alfois there,in greatrequeltand highly eficemed: and 
marble, efpectally if it be fathioned Ikea tcrtoife flicll, Lemmmes and precios ftorcs: pesres 
alfo, fich as be oricnt and of the be:terfore, are highly prifed with dic: and herein coniitean 
che vetic heigth of our tiperftuous delights. Morcover,thefe Emballadours would f2y,thacehcy 
had more riches in their ttland, than wee atRome, but we more ufe dicrcofdian they.

Their king 3s, 
alwayes chofen by the voices of the people : wherein they had thefe regards ;ehat hee were 
aged, mild, andchildlei{2 :but in cafe lice thoutd beger children aficrward, dica hee was cepo- 
fed from his regall digznic , tothe cndthar tic kingdome fhould not in preceile of ume be 
hereditaric and held b; fucceftion, but by clection onely. This king being thus chofen an 
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savefted, hath thirtic other governours affigned unto him by the people : neither can any 
perfon bee condemned to death, unlefic hee becafl by the more part of them, and pluralitie of 
voices: and thuscondemned as hee is,yet may hec appeale unto the people, ’ henareicte 70 
prdues deputed to fit upon his caufe: and if it happen that they afloile and quit this partie con- 
denmed :then thofe 30 who condenmed hin, aredifplaced from their late and dignitiz,with a 
molt bicter and greevous rcbuke, and for ever after,as difpraced perfons live in fhameand infa- 
me.Asforthcking,arraicd he is in aparrell as prince Bacchss went in old time : bur the fubjects 
andcommion people are clad inthe habit of Arabians. If it fortune that the king offend,death 
ishispuniflunent: howbeit,no man takethin hand todocexccution, Allmen turneaway their 
{aces from him,and dcigne him nota looke nor a word.Butto doc him co death inthe end they 
appoint a folemne day of huating, right pleafant and agrecable unto Tygres and Elephants,be- 
forewhich beatts they expofe their king and fo heis pretently by them devoured, Morcover, in 
tlutliland good husbands they are for their ground, and ul the fame moft diligently. Vines have 
they no ufc of atall : forall forts of fruits otherwife they have abundance. They takealfoa great 
plcalure anddelightin fithing,and efpecially in taking of tortoifles sand fo great thcy arefound 
there, that oneot cheir fhels will {erve to cover an houfe :andfothe Sbicns doe employ 
chem in ftecd of roufes. They count an hundred yceres nolong life there :chatis the ordinarie 
time ofthcirage. Thus much we have learned andknowne as touching Taprobane. Itremaincth 
nowtofay fomewhat of thofc foure Satrapics or provinces,which we did put off unto this place.

Furshermore,that the councrey of the Ackr- 
menidesin Perfea,reachedthusfarre, Over andbetides, thatas they travelled, ordinary wey 
found good ftore of mines wherein was digging for brafle, yron,Arfenicke or Sardsracag, ard 
Vermillion, And then they came to the cape of Carmania strom which tothe coaftoversgsintt 
them of the Mara,a people in Arabia,the cuz overicais 50 mules. Vpon thiefe coaftsii.cy wnca- 
vered thrce Iflands,whcreof Orpana oncly is inhabited, by reafon of treth waters within it, aad 
from the continent it lieth about 25 miles. And foure Iflands nore they fellupon, evenia the 
Perfian gulfc ovcrag-isft Perlia, And about thefelflands they might fee fea-adders and ferpents 
fomonttrous great, that as they came fwimmnag toward them, they put che very ficer in gree 
fight,for there were an:ong then foine,z0 cubites long.

Howbeit the agcenfuing ailcavered a fhoricr and fafercour, 
nanely, it from the faid promontorie or cape Syagrus, they ferethei recurfe di rec tly cothemouth 
of the river Zizcrus, which maketh an harborough in India. Andin truth this pallageheld a 
long time, untill fuch time thatin the end the merchants found out a more compendtous and 
fhorter courte, and gained by their voiage to India:for every yecre nowthey faile thither, and 
forfeare of pirates and rovers that were wont very much to infelt and annoy them, theyufed to 
embarkcin their fhipscercaine companies of Archers, And {ecing that all thefe {cas are now dif- 
covered,and never before fo certaincly,] will not thinke much of my paines,to declare and thew 
he whole courfe of our Indian voiagestrom out of A gypt. Andfit{t and formott this isathing 
worthie co be noted and obferved of everyman, thatthere isnoraycere gocth over our heads, 
bur itcofts our State co furnith a voiage into India,500 hundred thoufand Sefterces,:fiftic mul- 
liows of Sefterces. For which the Indians fendeth backe againe comrgoditics and merchancile 
of their owne,which being atRome,are fold for an hundred times as much as they coft,or yceld 
inthepricean hundredfold gaine, But torcturne ayaine to our voiage, from Alexandriain A’ 
pynt, itistwomiles to luliopolis: from whence upon theriver of Nilus, they faile 303 milcs to 
Copws, which may be done in twelve daies fpace,having the Etcfian winds at the poupe. From 
Coptusthey travelltorward upon Cammels backs: andtor greatdefaule of wacerin thofe parts, 
there be certainefet places for bait,lodging and watering. The firftis called Rvdreuma,32 miles 
fiom Coptus. The lecond one daies journcy from thence, inacertaine moun:aine. ‘the third

realincs. Neverthelefle, on the Eaft fide ic confincth upon the Parthians and Cafpians : on the 
C Souch, Sittacene, Sufiane,and Perfis : Weltward, Adiabene : and Nortiward, Armenia. As for 
chePerlians,they alwaics confronted the red fea,wherupon it wascalled the Perfian gulfe. How- 
best. the maritime coaft thereof is called Cyropolis,and that part which confinech vpor Media, 
Elynais.

As for the cittic of Babylon, the capital citie of all che Chald.can nations, fora longtime 


carried a great name over all che world: in regard whereof, all the other parts of Mefopotimia 
and Affyria was nained Babylonia: mconcained within the walls 6omiles. The walles were 209 
foot in hcight,and sothicke ; reckoning to everic foot 3 fingersbreadth morc than our ordin 
rie meafure. Through the mids of chis goodly preatcitie, pallet the river Euphrates: a wonder. 
full pcece of worke, ifa man confides both the one and the other. As yet to this day theten.p!c 
of fapiter Belus there ftandcth entire. This prince was the fisft mvencer of Aftronomie. Itisnoa 
growne intodecay and lycth waft and unpeopled, by reafon thar Seleuciathecitic ftandeth fo 
neere it, which hath drawne from ic all refortand traffick: and was for chat purpofe buileby Ni 
cater within 40 myles of it,in the vetie confluent where the new armeof Euphrates ts brought 
by aditch romect with Tigris: noavithftanding, fuunamed iis Babylonta,a tree {tate at chis day 
and {ubjectto no perfon: howbci icy live attcr the Lawes and manners of the Macedon:zans. 
And by ceport,in this citic there are Govooo citizens. Asfor the walls thereof, by report,thes do 
refemble an Eagle fpreading her wings: and for the foile, chereis noc a cerritoric inall che Est 
partscomparable co it in fertilitie. The Parthiansin defpightagaine of this citie, and tot to doe 
the hike by ir, as fomeriine was doneco the old Babylon, built the cite Ceefiphon within three 
miles of it,in thesract called Chalonitis, even to difpcopie and impover:th it: which now at cis 
prefentis the head citic of the kingdome. But when they could doc Jicle orno good thercdy 
difcreditdhe fd new Babylon, of Lite daics J o/ogefes thei king founded another citie hardly, 
calied Vologefa Certa, Moreover,orher cities there are befides in Mefopotamia, namely Hyp- 
parcnum,a citic I:kewife of the Chaldxans,and ennobled for their leaning as well as Babyion: 
fituatcupon the river Narragon, which gave the name untothatciue . Howbeir the Pertzans 
caufed this Hypparenuni to be diftaanded,and the walls chereofto be demolifhed. There be ar 
fo inthis eract,the Orchenes toward the South:from whence ts come a dhird fort of the Chal- 


— dcans, called Orcheni. Becing paft this region, you meet with the Notites,Orthophants, ard 


Greciophants, Neswehus and unef:crates who regiftred the voyage Gf Alexander dhe Greatin- 
tothe Indians, report, That from the Perfian {ca to the citicof babylon by the river Euphrsces, 
isq12mulcs, Butthe later and moderne writers, doecount from Sclcuciato the Perfian gic, 
egomiles. K. fob. weitech tat from Babylonto Charax,'s 175 miles. Some affirmemurcover, 
that beyond Babylon, che river Euphrates maintaineth his entire courfe and kecpeth one ch21- 
nell 87 miles, before that hee is divided into feverall braunches here and there, for to water the 
counacy : and thache holderh on his cour{cfroin his head co d:e fea, for che {pace of r200 muts. 
This varietic of Authors as touching che meafure,is the caufe chataman may not fo well refolve 
and conclude thercof,confidering chateven the very Perfians agree not about the dimenfions 
of their Scoenes and Parafanges bur have divers meafures of chem. Whereas the river Eupara- 
tes piverh over his ownechannell, (which for the breadth chereof is 2 fufficient munition tot 
felte) and bepinneth to part into divers braunches, which it doth about the marches and con- 
fines of Charax, in all that wact ncere adjoyning, preat daunger there is of che Atalx, athee- 


vith nation of che Arabians, who prefently {ct upon all paffengers comming and going to aa 


_ fro, When yeare paft chis infamous and {ufpedted region, you thal] enter into the country © 


the Schenites. Asfor the Arabians called Nomades, they occupie all the coafts of the river 
Euphrates, as farre asco the defertsof Syria: from which place we {ard thatheturned and rooke 
his way into the South, abandoning the deferts of Palmyrene.To conclude, from the beginning

Ectalfoit is and convenient,to fay fomevshat of the river Tigris. Ic bepinneth intheland 
of Armenia the ercatcr, ifluing our of a great fourcc,and evidentto be {cone in the verie 
plaine: the place beareth the name of Elonpofine. The river it felfc fo long as itrunncth 
flowandfoftly,isnamed Diglito; but when icbeginnedh once tocazrie a more forcible ftzeame, 
itis called Tigzis, for the fwittneffe thereof; which in the Medians language,berokeneth a fhaft. 
Icrunaech into the lake Arcthula, which beareth up aflote all chat is caft into it, and will fuffer 
nothing to finke: and the vapours that arife out chercof, carrie the fent of Nitre. In this lake there 
isbut onckindof fith, and chat entreth not into the channell of Tigris asitpaflcth through, no 
more than anv fithes fiwim out of Tigris iato the water of the lake. In hiscourfeand color both, 
heisunlike,andas he gocth may be difcerned from the other :and wien he is once pat dic lake 
and encountreth the great mountaine Taurus he looferh him{cifc in acertaine cave and hole in 
the ground, and fo runneth under the hilluasill on die other fide thereof heebreaketh forth a- 
gaiacand aypearctit in his likencffc, ina place which iscalled Zoro2nda. Thatic is the fsmeri- 
ver,icisevidentby this, thac he carrieth chreugh with him and theweth in Zoroanda,whatloc- 
ver was calt into him before he hid himfelfe in the cave beforcfaid. Aftereliis fecond {pring and 
nifing of his,he entreth into another lake and runneditdirough itbkewife,named Thofpitc. and 
once againe taketh his way under the earth through ceraine blind guteers,and 25 milesbeyond 
he purreth forth hishead about Nymphxum. Cla:dins Cef.rreportcth, that in the ceuntry Ar- 
rhene, the river Tigris runneth fo neere unto the river Arfania, thatwhen they both fisell and 
their warersare out, they joyne both their ftrcamestogether, yet fo, astheir water is not intcr 
mingicd :for Arfanias being the lighter of the mvaine, {ximmetl and Aotctia over the other, fur 
Uicfpacewell-ncer of 4 miles: buttoonc after zthey partafuider,and Arfaniacurnerh his courfe 
toward dicriver Euphrates, into which heentreth, But Tigtis receiving intohim certain good. 
ly greatriversoutof Armenia,to wit,Parthenis, Agnice,and Phsricn,and {fo dividise the Ara. 
biansand Trocans from the Adiabenes, and by this meanes malingasie were an I!and Melo- 
paramia beforefaid, aftcr he hath paffed by ard viewed the mountains of cic Gordixans necre 
uato Apamia a town of Mefene on this fide Scleucia furnamed Pabylonia 125 miles: dividmg 
bintcle intwo armes or channels, with the onc he ruanech Scuhwardzo Scleucia, wetcring as 
he Reeth thecountrey of Meflenes and with theother vindeth intothe North she gocthon the 
acs¢ lice of the faid Mcfexe, and cuttech through the plaines of the Cauchians, Now when 
uicte two braunches are reunited againe,the whole is called Rafiticnis. After this, cakech into 
imourof Media, the ereat river Coafves:and fo pafting betwcene Scleuciaznd Crefiphon, 
as we have futd, he fallethinto the mecres and Iskes of Chalc:ca, which he farn: Meth and reple- 
nifheth with water, forche compa of threcfcore and ten miles :whichdone, he iffucth forth 
Sine, guthing out witha mightie erestand Jarge fireame, and running along thctowne Cha- 
pepe ae hand thercot, hee difchargeth himfelfe into the Pecfi in {o2, carrying therea 
they fll ae ai Betweene the monthes of thefetrorvers, igtis ard Euphrates, where 
etboth of C 2, were counted in old time 35 mailes,or as forme wound have it,but fevenzand 
bon aia oe navigable, and bare right greatflups. Butehe Orchenicns & other neigh: 
Rte rine of ong ince timed the couric of Euphrates afideto ferve their onneeurnes in 
ng their ficlds and {topped the ordinaricpaflace thereof, infomuchasthcy forced him to

aleting ug’ tee net pricier? inhischannell to fallintothefeas The nextcountry 
ufachavet a ‘prs ; called Parapotamia: inthe marclzes therof 1s the citie Mcfene,wher- 
thetegian : ; a Hhechicfe towne thercof is Dibitach :from thence you enter prefendy into 
8 us joyning hard upon Crefiphon, a rich counucy, beautified not oncly with 
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towes of date-trees, butalfo with olive,apple,and pearetrecs, and generally with all fortsoffiuir, ¢, * 
Varo thiscountrey extendeth the mountaine Zazrus, comming alongtrom ouref Anna, 
berweene the Medes and Adiabenes above Par vtacene and the realine of Perfis. Chalomesy. 
from Perfis 489 miles diftant, And fome write that going the ftreight, direct, and ncerclt nay, 
it is fo much andno morc from the Cafpian feato Affyria. Beawcene thefe countries and Me. 
fene lycth Sittacene,the fame itischat Arbelicis and Palcftine, Thetownes of importance ther 
in,are Sittace held by she Grecian fituace coward the Ealt, and Sabarca: but on dhe Weft fide, 
Antiochia, feared betweene the two rivers, Tigris and Tormadotus, In like manner Apamia, 
which Aatiochsstheking focalled after his mothers name. This citis is environed as it were with 
the river Tigris, and diviced with the river Archous that paffeth through it, Somewhat lover 
thanthefe countries, lyech the region Suftane , wherein ftood the aunciepe royal pallace andy 
f{cat towne of the Poflan KK. Sula, founded by Darssfonne of Hy/?.fpeszand trom Seleucia 
Babylonia, it1s 450 miles diftant: and as much from Ecbatana in Media, taking the way along 
the mountaine Charbanus, Vpon that braunch of the river Tigristhat taketh his courfe Nore 
ward, ftandeth the cowne Babytace: and from Sufaic is 135 miles. The peonle of this countrey 
are the oncly men in the world that hate gold: and in very truth get it they doe, and when they 
_ have it, they baie it fure enough within the ground, thatitmight{erve for no ufe.V pon the Sv 
fianes Eattward,joincthe CofLrans,Brigands,and theeves generally all. Likewife the Mizxans, 
a free ftace and fubject co no coverninent, having under them gonations, all wild and living as 
they iit. Abovethefe quarters, you enter into the countreys ofthe Parhufians, Mardiaus, $:i- 
tes, and Hyans, who confine upon high Perfia,caled Elemais, which joyneth co the maria 
coalts of Perfis, as is abovefaid, Thecinie of Sufats fromthe Perfian (ca 250 miles.Onthar fs 
whereas the Armada of utlexinder tic Great cameup the great river Paittigris co Sufa, there 
Randetha village upon che like Chalduis,namied Aphie:from whichto Sufass 65 miles andan 
halfe by water. Lhe nextthat border u2on the Suftanes Ealtward, are the Coileans and above 
the Cotlzi Nor sard, lyeth Mefobatene unde: the hill Cambalidus, which is a braunch ard 
dependant of the mouniaine Caucatus: andtrom chence is the moft eafic andreadie paiice | 
into thercgion Bactrana, The river Eulaus maketh a partition berweene the high countcy of 
Perlis called E!imais, and Sufiane. This river iffucth out of the Medians countey, and int: 
mids of tis courfe loofeth inm(clfe in the ground: but being once up again, he runnedh through 
Metobatene, and environeth the fort andcafile of Sula, with the temp!e of Dswtaywhichis hed 
in great reverence and honour above all other temp!es in chofe parts: yea and the very river te 
fel'e isin much requelt,and the water chicreof ceremeontoufly regarded :in fuch wife,as the xings 
diinke cf no others; and therefore they ferch tt a great way into the countrey, And itreceictit 
intoit the river Hedypnus, which comineth alony the prisiledged place whereinto the Per! 
uls to retire for fanctiaric, andone more out of the Sufiunes county. A town there is planted 
neerimco itcalled Magoa, 15 milestrom Charax. Yetfoine there be, that would have this coma 
to ftundin theucmoft marciies of Suftana, even clofe unto the delerts and mounzaines. Beneath 
theriver Eub.cusheth Elimais, joyning unto Perfisinche very maritime coalt, 2.j0 nutes 1015 
fromthe river Oroatesto Charzx, Phe cownes in it, be Scteucia and Sofiraie, bor ficuate upon 
theharging of the hill Cafyrus. The Carcoaftand levellthercot which het before it, isaswe [ 
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have {aid betore, no leffe daungerous and unacceffible chan the Syrrs, for quavemires,by reatoa 
of the great ftore of mud and fand together, which the rivers Brixia and Ortacca bring down 
with them, Over and befides the countrey Elimais isfotennic and ttandech wish water fower, 
thar ehere is no way through it to Perfis,buta man mutt fetcha grear circuit & compaife abou 
ittocome thereto. Morcover, much haunted it is and annoyed with ferpents, which breed and 
come downe in thofc rivers :andas troublefoine as the paflageis all the countrey over, yee ux 
pase yeeldech che worftadvenues and is leaft frequented, which they cal] Characere,ofthe tova 
Charax, which limitech thekingdomes of Arabra :whcreof we will peake anon morc at large,af- 
 terwe have fer downe the opinion of C44, Aerspp.1, which hec hath delivercd'as touching thele 
quarters: for he hath written, thar Media, Parthia,and Perfis , arcbound on ‘the Eaft fide vith 
the river Indus; onthe Welt wich Tigris 30n the North party sith the wo miountar .¢4, 7 auius | 
and Caucafus : andonthe South coaft,with thered fea: alfo that they extend in length 1329 
miles, and in breadth 8go0, Moreover, thar Mefopotamia by it felfe alone, is enclofed teultward 


with the river Tigris,and Weitward with Euphrates; having on the North fide dic gan 
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Taurus, andon dhe South che Perfian fca: lying out in length 800 miles; andin brea dul 340, 
Nowto returnc unto Charax, the inmoft towne within the Peifian guife, from which Arabia 
called Eudamon, /-happic,begins and runneth forth in length fituate itisupon amount artifi- 
cially reared by mans hands betweene the conflucnts of T ygris on therighthand , andEulvus 
onthe left :and yet notwithftanding it carrieth a pourpri {cor precinct of three miles compatic, 
Founded firft it was by Alexander the greatzwho having drawi-e Coloncrs coinhabice it our of 
the kingscitie Durine ( which then wastuinatc) and leaving there behind him thofe fouldiours 
which were not fit for fervice, nor able to follow inthe march, ordaincd, that this towne fhould 
be called Alexandria: and the cerritorie about it Pellaum ofthat town where himsclic was born: 
and withall appointed, chat ie fhouldbe peopled oncly with Macedonians, Bue this towne of his 
byhim foun |cd,was overthrown and deftroied by the two rivers aforcfaid. Af terwardsking /!n- 
nochus thefittrebuile 1¢ againc, and namedit of himfclfe,Antiochia. Buewhen itwas decaicda 
fecond time by chefe rivers, Spufines fonneof Sozdonucus, who held Arabia,bordering neere by 
asan abfolutc king and not(as /aba reporteth)asa duke or governour undere Alexander, railed 

cat wharfes, and oppofcd mightic dammies and caufcies againft thoferivers, and fo reedificd 
the towne achirdtime. Which done,he called it after his owne name Charax of Spafines sand 
verily he fortified thus the fite and foundation thereof, three miles in length, and little Iefle in 
breadth. Atthe beginning it ftood upon the fea coaft, and from the water fide not above ten fta- 
dia,andeven from thence it hath cereainc falfe baftard galleries: but by che report of /vbs in his 
time,se miles. Howbcit,at this day both the Arabian Embaffadors,& allo our merchants that 
come from thence, fay itis fromthe feathore 125 miles. In {uch fort,that itcannot be found in 
any placeof the world again,whiere the carth hath gained more, nor info fhorta time,of the wa- 
ter,byreafon of the ftore of mud brought down with rivers. And the more marvellitis,that con- 
fiderna the fea foweth, and the tide nfcth farre beyond this cowne,yet tole mace grounds are 
not beaicn backe, and carried away againe. In this very rowne | am notignorant,thist Déonzfrats 
thelarcit of our moderne Geographers,was borne: whom U4#.¢4/2«: tie Emperor fent of pur- 
pofebeforchand into the Eatt countries co difcoverthofe parts, and record tait! fully in weiting 
whatfoever hee there found, tor the better advertifement of his elder fon, who was u,on his vot- 
aec and expedition of Armenia, towarre againft the Parthians and Arabians. Neither have I 
forgotten, that in my firtt entrance into thisworke in hand, I made fome proteftation to tollow 
thote who had written of their ownc countries, asmen lightly moft diligent and of bett intellt- 
gencesin that bchalfe.Howbeit,in this place J chufe rather to follow our martail captaines that 
have warted there,and report me alfo to king Jab, who hath written certaine bockes toC.Cafar 
Cai7“laas touching the occurrences in the Arabian voiage. 
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tye Arabia, Nemades, Nabate‘and Omani : Tylos and Ocivis two Ifiands. 


v, reaching out in length a mighric way. For itbeginneth atthe falland dctcene of die 

_ Mountaine Amanus overagaintt Cilicia and Comagene, aswe have betorefaid :where it 
is peopled with many nations broughtfrom thence thither by 7zaranes the great,coinhabit chae 
euarter,and in old ume defcended naturally, and reachedas farreas to our fea andthe A:pyptian 
coult.as we have fhewed : yea, and exeendech into the midiand parts of Syria unto the mountain 
Libanus,where the hilsreach up tothe very clouds upon which bound the Kamifians, chenthe 
Tarancans,and after them the Patami. As for Arabrait felfe,bcing like a demie !fland,rannech 
out betweene wwofcas, the red and the Perfian, by acertainc artificiall workmanfinip of Nature, 
tamed accoiding toltalic in likeneffe of formeand bignefle: yea, and licth along the fea coatts 
mMmanncrof [calic. And more than tha t,itregardeth the fame quartee and line of heaven,with 
Outany differencéatall This tra@ thercof,for the rich {eatithatli,is named Fehx yHappic. fhe 
or therein dwclling, from our fea coalts unto the deferts of Palmyreum,we have treated of 
excadie, Therefure overpaffing them, wee will difcourfe of the reft forward, Nowthen,the No- 
iades and thoferobbers that-fo lic upotithe Chaldwans and trouble them, the people called 
senite sis we have beforefaid doe confine upon. And even they alfomakeno certaine place of 
one ind habitation, but are ealled Scenitz ,of theis takernacles andbooths which they make 


Ase commeth behind nocountrey inthe world, for largenefle and orcatneflz efpecial- 
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of haire cloths,and encampe under them when and where they ht. Being pattem, you met ( | 
‘withthe Nabatxans inclievale, who inhabite a towne there named Petra, halelcfle than uo 
miles large s environned with fteepe mountaines round about, which cut off all the advenuesto 
it: and befides, having ariver running through the middeft thereof. Diftantit is from Giza (a 
towne fituate upon our coaft in Syria)600 miles: and from the Perfian guife 122. And hereat 
this cowne meet both the porthigh waies, to wit,the one which paflengers travellto Palmyra in 
Syria,and the other, wherein they goc from Gaza.Beyond Petra and the vale thercof,youcmter 
into the Omanes country: which reached fometime as farre as to Carax,and inhabited wrofa. 
mous townes built by quecne Semiramis namely, Abefanius,and Soractia, But now allis bura, 
wilderneffe, Then come youtoa towne natned Forath firuate upon the river Pafitigris, and fub- 
je cocheking of the Caracins or Zarazins: towhich rowne there ismuch refort from Petra ,as 4, 
toa thier towne:and from thence to Charax,they may paffe with the tide when the water ebbeth, 
for the fpace of welvemiles, But they thatcome by water out of the Parthian kingdome, meet 
with avillagecalicd Tercdon, lower than the place where Euphrates and Tigris mect together 
in one. Where the Chaldxans inhabite the left hand coaft of the river,and the Nomades called 
Sceniex the right. Some writersaffirme,that as yee faileand rowupon the river Tictis, ye pale 
by two other cownes diftant farre aftinder: the one called Barbatia in times paft, andatterwards 
Thumata which our merchants that trafficke in thofe parts,avouch to betenne daies {aile front 
Petra andis under the king of the Characenes:and the other named Apamia, fituate in the ve- 
ry placewherc Euphrates the river fo {welleth over hisbankes, that he joincth with Tigris in ore 
confvent.And therfore the Apamians at what meas the Parthians arcaboutto make mrodes ; 
and invade their territorie,(ct open the fluces, and breake up the wharfesand bankes that kecre 
theferxo rivers afunder, and foimpezch their enterprife by the overflow and sanuncaticn of 
the waters. Nowbcing paft Charax,we will difcourfe ot the other ccafts of Arabia, and namely 
chat which fistt was dilcovered anddeclaredby Ep:phanes. And to begin with the place where 
fonetime the mouth of Euphrates was, When you are once paftit,you meet witha river of fal 
~— prackiili water, and the Promontoric or cape Ciraldonum : where the fea is more like accepe 
pitor whirlepoote than a{ca, for so miles. Vpon this coaft you find the river Achana, and be- 
yond ir,deferts for 100 miles untill youcome tothe Ifland Ichara, Then fheweth it felfe the pulle 
orarme of thefcanamed Capeus, upon which inhabite the Gaulopes and Chateni. Beyond 
them anothererceke called Gerraicus, and the rowne Gerrx uponit,five miles large :and tort 
ficd with eurrets made of preathuge ftones {quarcd,offalt minerall.Fiftic miles from the fea fide 
isthe region Atcene: and overagainft it the Ifland Tylos,as many miles from the fhore, with a 
sowncinit, bearingthe name ot the Ifland, much frequented by merchants for the plentic of 
pearles thar there bee fold : and not farre from it thereis another fomewhat lefle, not paftenclve 
miles fromthecane of the forefiid Tylos, Beyond thefe there are difcovered by report certa:ne 
grcatIflands,butas yetthey have not ben landed upon by our merchanss.Asfor thislaft Ifland, 
it containcth as they fay 112 miles and an halic in circuit,and is farre from Parfts; butno acccfle 
there is untoie,but onely by onc narrow gutter or channel, Then fheweth it felfe the ifland Af- 
gilia. And in thefe parts likewife atc other nations namely the Noclicu, Zurachi, Borgodi, Ca- 
tatxi,and Nomades: and withalitle river Cynos, Beyond that, asking Juba faith, there is no 
more difcovercd upon this {ca of chat fide, by reafon of the da ungeroustockes thercin. And| 
marvell much that hee hath madenomention at all of the towne Barrafabe in the Omanians 
countrey,ne yet of Omana, which the auncient Geographers have heldtobe an haven of great 
gimportance in the kingdome of Carmania. Jc, heelaith nota wordof Omneand Adanz, 
which our merchants report to bce at this day wo famous mart towncs, much frequented by 
thofe thac trafficke from the Perfian gulfe . Beyondthe river Caius, asking /abaryriteth, there is 
an hill, which fecmeth all fcorched and burnt. Paft which,you enter into the countrcy of the E- 
pimarapites :and anone after into the rcpion of the Ichthyophagi :and paft them there is difco- 
vered a defert Ifland,and the Bathymians counuey, And fo fonyard,the mountaines Ebjici are 
difcovered, and the Ifland Omocous, she haven Machorba, the Mlands Etaxalos, Onchobricey 
andthe people called Chadxi, Many osher Iandsalfo of noaccount, andnamelefie : but of 
importance, fura,Rhinnea; and onc other very necrg thereto,wheicin are ftanding certainc co 
himnes of pillers offtone engraven with unknowne characters and levers. Alicele beyond, the

The Iile Eodandawhich licth defert,and Bafage sbefides many other thatbe- 
long to the Sabxans.Forrivers,you have Thamar and Amnon,andin them the Iflands Dolica, 
ahereinbee the fountaines Daulores and Dora. Itlands befides,to wit, Pteros,Labaris,Covoris 
B and Sambracate,with a towne fo named alfo inthe firme land. On the South fide many Iflands 
therebe, but the greatcltof them all is Camari , Then have youthe river Myfecros,the haven 
Leupas,and the Sabxanscalled Scenitx for that they live under tabernaclesand tents, Norco- 
ver,many other Ilands. The chcefeft mart or town of mer handifc in thofe parts is Acila,where 
the merchants ufe tocmbarke for their voiage into India. Then followeth ghe region Amithof- 
cutia,and Damnia. The Mizians,both the greater and the lefle : the Drimutians and Macr. A 
Promontoric of theirs is overagainft Carmania,& diftantfrom it 50 miles.A wondcrous tl ling 
is reportedto have been there done, and thatischis: chat Nvacnes lord depuue underking “in- 
tiochits over Mefena,and gencrall of his armic,dcfeited che navic of the Perfians in fea fight,aud 
the fame day with the opportuniuc of the tide returned to land again,and gave their horfemen 
C anoverthrowtoit: whereupon,in memoriall of a two-fold victoric in onc day atchicved,he ere- 
&cdtwo triumphant trophzes,the one in honour of fpéter and the other of Nepzxaxe. Far with- 
in the decpe fea there licth another Ifland called Ogyrtis, dittant from the continent 125 miles, 
and containing in citcuit 112,much renowmed for dic fepulchre of king Fryhra,who there was 
entecred, Another hikewife there is of no leffeaccounr,calicd Diofcoridu,iying in the fea Aza- 
nium,and isfrom Syagrum the vimoft pointor cape of the mainc,2¢omules. Buctorceume to 
the Continent:there remaine yet not fpoken of, the Antarides toward the South,as yoururne to 
dhe mountaines,which continuefor feven daiesjourncy over : then thefe nations, Larciadanes, 
Cz: banes,and Gebanitesavho have many townes,bur che greateft are Nagiaand Tamna,vwith

of themarethe Atramites,whole capitall citie Sobortale, hath within the walls thereof Go tcm- 
pics, Lucthe roizll citieand cheefe {cat of the whole kingdome is Nariaba: fituate upona gulfe

‘Townes morcover, Pallon and 
Murannimal,neereunto a river, by which men chinke that Euphrates fpringeth and breakerh 
forth above pround.

unco the Scnatc of Rome, according as he had formd and ditcovered inthofe parts,to wit,thiz 
the Nomades live of milke and venifon :thereft of che Arabians prefle wine, like as the Indians 
doc, out of dates ; and oyte of Sefama,a kind of graine or pulfe inthofe counties. That the Ho- 
mcrites country of all others is moft populous and replenithed with peaple: dhe Minzxans hase 
plentcous and truitfull fields, full of dare trees and goodly hortyards ttored eith all forts of fru:s; 
but their principall riches lye in catraile, The Cemares and Arians are good wasriours ad 5 
snartiall snen, but the Chatramotites that way excell all chereft. The Carxanshave the lerget 
tertitorics and moft fertile ficlds tor come. As forthe Sabsans, their wealch ftandech moftupoa 

— their woods and uces, that bring forth the fiseet gummes of frankincenfe and myrrhe: alfo 1 
mines of gold: having watcr at commaundementco refreth thcir lands, and plendic befides 0 
honey and waxe. Asconceming the fiscet odours and {pices that come from thence, wee wil 
fpeake thereof in a fevcrall booke by itfcite. The Arabians weare muirres or aubants ordinarily 
upon their heads, or c}fe gowith their hairelony and never cut it:as for their beards, them tic 
fhave, fave only on their upper lip, which chey ket grow itil and yerfome there be of them that 
fuffer their beards to grow long ancnever cut theus, Bur this one ching [ marveile much at, that 
being fuch an infinite number of nazions as they be, che one halfe of them live by robberie and | 
thecving, howfoever the other live by matficke and metchandife. Take them generally they be 
exceeding rich; for with themthe Romans and Parthtans leave exceeding fumunes of gold and 
filver, forthe commoditics out of their woods and feas which they {cll unto them :bur they 
themfclves buy nothing of them againe, Now will wee fpcake of the othercoaft cppofie unto

thearme and channell of Nilus on theright hand. As for the buildin g within Meroé,there were 
but few houfes ia it: chaethe Ifle was fub ect unto aladic or queencnamed Candace, anatneihs 
for many yecresalreadic went from one queene to another faccefiively. Within this cowae there 
is the teinple of great holineffe and devotion inthe honour of /ipiier Hacamen : and in alli 
tradtmany otherchappels. Finally, folong asthe Echyopians fwaied the fcepter and reigned, 
this ]fland was much renowmed and very famous. For by report, they were wont to furnith eke 
Zthyopian king wich armed men 25 50¢9,& to maintain of Arufanes :ccoo9, Laft of lithe: 
havebcencounted 45 kings of che Athyopians,and fo itisreporied at this day.

handsuzon the wound,are wont to draw forth all the venome ont of the bodie.And Farietci.t b 
eth, thateven atuhis day there be fome there who warifh and cure tlic Ringing of ferperts wih 
their fpitile, but there are but tew fuchas hefaith. Aeatharerdes writesh,thacin Affriche the Pie | 
lians (focalled of king P/yilss, trom whofe racethey were dcfcended, and whofe tepulchre ot 
tombe is at this day prefent tv Lec Scene in a part of the greater Syrtes)could doe dhe like.

Not unlike co thefe there are afortof people in Lthyopia called 
Pharnaces,whofe fweatif itehaunce ro touch amans bodie,prefendy he fallech into a phehifick 
orcontumotion of thelungs. And Crcere a Romane writer here among us teftifierh chat genc- 
rally all women that have fuch double apples in their cies have.a yenomous fight, and doc hure 
therewith. SechowNature, having engrafted naturally in fome men dhis unkind appetite(like 
wild beafts)rofeed commonly upon che bowels and ficfh of men Jhach taken delight alfo & plea- 
fureto give them inbred poyfons in their whole bocie, yea and venome in che very cics of ome 5

Cornelis the mother 
ofthe Gracchs is {utficient to prove by her owne example, that women are never born for good 
whofe genitall parts for procreation are growne together,and yeeld no entrance.Some childrea 
are borne with an entire whole bone thactaketh up all che gumbe, inftead ofa row of dittinc 
teeth asa fonne of Praftasking of the Bythinians,who had {uch a bone in his upper chaw. This 
isto be obferved abourtecth, hatthey onely checke the fire and burnenotto afhes with other 
parts of the bodice: and yet as invincible as they are and ableco refit che violence of the flame, 
they rotandbecome hollow with a litle cararche or waterith rheum that droppeth and diftiliers 
upon them : white they may be made, with cerraine mixtures and medicines called Dentifice:.

miod, terneth nowand then in the end into a certaine rigour and aufteritie of nature, fo hard 


and inflexible chat itcannot be ruled, and in very truth defpoileth men of all affections; and {uch 
are called of the Greekes, Apatl:cs,who had the experience of many fuch.: and (chat which sa 
marveilous matter) thofe efpecially that were de great pillars of Plulofophie and deepeleamed 
Cletkes, namely D:ogenes the Cinicke, Pyrrho, Heracttss,and T27.0, and as for him he wasfo 
farrc goucin this humor, that he fcemed profefledly to hate all mankind.

The father of the Gracch: happened to ligt 
tpon and take nwoferpents within his houfe, whereupon hee fent outto the foothfayers for to 
know, What chisthing might prefage ? who made this anfiser, Phatif he would himfelielive,t:2

Corncha is young cnough,and may have more children. This faid he meaning to fpare his ws 
life, incontidcration of the good fhee might doc to the common-weale.

Lepidsss fo er 
tirely loved his wife Apuless,chat he died for very thought and pricfe of heart, after thee was di- 
vorced from him aud turned away. P.Refslses chaunced to be fomewhat ill at eafe and fickith, 
bur hearing of his brothers repulic and that he was put by his Confulfhip (for which hee ftocd 
in furite) died fodainly for forrow. P. Catiences Philotirmus fo loved his lord and mafter, that nct- 
withftanding he was by him made his fole heir of all chat ever he had,yct for kind hearr,caft hin-

places,of fuch things as cou!d not poflibly bec knowne,unleffe it had been prefenethere:ards] 
the while his bodic lay,as it were hulfe dead ina trounce. This manner itcontinued fo ]oxg,un- 
all the Cantharidr, whowere his mortall enemies tooke his bodie upon a time in that cxtats, 
and burnt it to ates: and by that meanes difappointed his poor foule when itcame back agzs, 
of thactheath, as ieweie,or cafe where fhee meant to beftow her felfe. Moreover, wee find inte- 
cords, Thatthe fpirit or phot of Arsflass in the land Proconnefus, was feene evidently to fle 
outat his mouth in forme of araven;and many a hike talc followeth cherupon.For furciy I thes 
tobenoberterthana fable, which isin like manner reported of Ep mendes the Gnoftan :name- 
ly,that when hewas a boy,|.c being for heat and travell in his journey all wearie,laid him covre 
in accrtanccave,and there flept 57 yecres.At length he wakened as it were uoon the next mor- I 
row, and wondered at fuch 4 fudcane chaunge of every thing that hee faw inthe world, asifhee 
had caken but one nights fleepe. Hercupon torfooth,in as many daics after,as hee fleptyecres; 
hee waxed old. Howveit bee lived in alls 75 yecres. Buttoreturne unto our former difcourie, 
women of allochers by reafon of their {ex,are tubject to this daungcr, to bee reputed for cead, 
when there is hfe within them : and namely,by occafion of the difcafe of the Matrice, cailce t- 
sifing of the Mother :which, if ic be brougiyg apaine and feled ftreighe in the place, they {core 
secover andtake breath again. Not impertinent co chistreatife,is that notable and elegant bocx 
among the Greckes,compiled by Heracl.des,where hewneeth ofa woman,that fora ferven-nizh 
Jay for dead, and fetched not hex breath fenfidly who in theerd was raifed againe to life, Morco- 
ver,/arrereporterh, Phat upon a cine whenthe twenue deputed comuniflioners were ceviding 
Jands in the tertitorie of Capua,chcre was one there carricd torth in his bier tobe burnt,&camé 
home againe upon his feet. Alfo,thae the like happened ae Aquinum.Likewife,thatin Rone or 
Co: fideus who had married his owne aunt by the mothers fide,after he had caken order for histu- 

- nerals,and {ct outa certaine allowance therefore,feemed to yceld up his ghoft and die : howbex 
he revived againe,and it was his chaunce to carie him forth indeed to buriall, who had proviced 
the furnicure before for hisfunerall. ‘his #770 writcth befides, of other miraculous matters, 
which verily arc worth the reheartall at large. Onc of them is this. Two brethren there were, by 

- -birthand calling gentlemen of Rome: whereof theelder named Co fidius,happened(in allap- 
parance)co die :and when his laft will and eeftament was once opened and publithed, the youl 
per brother, whio was his hcirc,was verie bufie and readie to fetforward his funcrall.In che mca - 
whic the man thaticemed dead, tell to clap one hand againft the other,and therewith raifedite 
fervantsin the houfe: when dey were come about him, hee recounted unto them, thathec ws 
come from his younger brother,who had recommended his daughter to his tuition and guaree 
hape :and morcover had thewed and declared unto himin what place hechadhidden ce 
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algunder the ground, withourthe privitic of any man: requefting him withali,co employ thee 
on which he had prepared for him, about his owne burial and fepulcure. As lice 
wasrclating this matter, his brothers fervitors came in greathatt to the houte of this eldcr bro- 
ther and brought word, that their maifter was departed this lite: andthe uealuscbetorelaid was 
found inthe place accordingly. And verily,there is nou ling more comiman incur daily fpeech 
ghan of thefe divinations,but they are notto be weighed in cqfall bailanice with thicfe nor tober 
reported orcredited all foconfidently. Tor asmuch as for ul Ic mcft part they are mecre lics,as we 
will prove by one notable cxample.

welchuntll the warre of Nemantis remained ina temple or confpicuous place of Rone. And 
dusts the more credible,for that wee {ec in Lealic other ferpents named Dow, fu big sad huge, 
chat inthe daies of the E:mperour Cliadists there was onc of chem killed in the Varicane, within 
te belie whereof there was found an infantall whole.

But this paffcth all which happened in our time,and ftan- 
dethupon record in the publicke regifters namely, inthe yeere that Appius luntees aud P, Silas 
were Confuls, acwhat une as 7.Sab.nus and his fervants vcre executed for an outra ge com- 
mitted upon the perfon ot Neve,fonne of Ger manicus sone of them that dyed hada doy which

wis content hecthould doc hiskind with her, The Scythians verily takea great pride and gloric 
muchinthe goodneffe of their horfesand Cavalicric.A king of theirs happened in combat and 
fingle fight upon a challenge to bee flaine by his encmic, and vhien hee cane to def poile hin ot 
his armesand roiall habite, the kings horfe came upon himwi:htuch furic, tlinging and laying 
about him with his hceles,and biting withall that nec made an end of the conqucrour-champi- 
on. Therewas another greathorfc hoodwinked becaufe hee thould cover amare :but perceiving 
ater thathe was unhooded that he ferved as a Italion to his own dam that foled him,tan upto a 
fteeperocke with a downefall,and there for greclecaft himfelte downe anddicd. We find alfo in 
record, Thatin the cerritorie of Reace there was amarekilled and all corent anhorickeeper upon 
thefuneoccafion. For furcly thefe bealts know their parcntage,and thole that are next rothem 
inbloud. And thercfore wee {ec that the colts witiin the flocke more willingly kecpe companic 
andfort with their filters of the former yeere,than with the mare their mother, Hortes are fo do- 
ableand aptto learne,thatwe find in hiftories, low in the armis of 5 7b.:ritanes,the whole troop 
ofhorfemen had cheir horfes under thein,and ufed to Jeape and daunce to certaine mutick that 
theyszre wonted and accuttomed unto.

When king Nicomedes was flainc, the horfe tor his owne faddle, would 
never eatmcat atter,but for very aneuith died with famine, P/s arches ceporteth, Chat hing ala- 
trocons having tn battell {laine one Centarctss,a bravchor{eman of tie Gallogreckes or Galati- 
ans,cecame maifter ot his horfe, and mSunced upon him in triunphane wile: Bur the horle of 
nin watlay dead in the place,and upon whoin Udatoches was mounied, for very anger and in- 
vig tation st thus mdiynitte,pafled neither tor bitt nor bridle, fo as he could not be ruicd;and fo 
ran funoully anong thecrags and rockes, where both horfe and man came duwne headlong, 
and peninedborh together, Phsitus writeth, Thar Déony fists wastorced to leave his horfe the- 
king tattina quave-mire,and gotaway; but the horfe atter hice had recovered himfelte,and was 
gurten forth tollowed the tracts of his maifter,with a fwarmie or calt of bees icding in his mane : 
andtniswas the firlt prelfave of pood fortune thatinduced Dez-sto ulurpe the kingdome of Si- 
Ci-c.Ot what perceivance and underflanding they be,itcannorbe exprefled :& thatkgow thofe 
teataorfemen full well hae ufe co Jaunce darts and javelines from hortebacke, by the hard fer- 
we tat they puttheir horfestoqvihich they performe with great dextcritie Srctolution in thrai- 
hiigvsining and turning their bodics nimbly cvery way.

The dam hath cot 
fofoone foicd, bur the bites it off and cats it her felte: and if iechance that any bodie pres enreth 
her of it,and caccheehic trom heres vill never lerthe foletucke her. The very tmell snd tent 
thereof, if it See ftolien away,aill drive them into a fit of r2ceand maduefle. It peradscnture a 
young fulc loofe che damme, the ocicr maresof the common heard chat aremilcly aurces, 676 
their teats to this pooreorphan, and rezre it up in common .

As turwild Affes,che very beltand floure of them be 
in Phrygia and Lycaonia-In Affucke,the ticth of cheirfoles ts held tor excellent yood meat and 
fuch chey call Laliftones. le appeaccth m the Chronicles of Athcns,thata Mule lived 80 yeas, 
Andreported dius much therc is ofit, Phat when thcy buile che cemple,within che citadel! there- 
ofthis old Mule being for age abic to. doe nochung clic, would yet accompanie other Mules that 


laboured and caried ftones thither,and if any of chem were seadic ro fall under theirlode, vould 5 


fecinc corclecve and hold them up,and (as itwere) encouraee dein to his power : infomuch as 
the people tooke fo greacdeliphe and p!cafure therein, that they madea decree, and tooke ora 
that no come-mailters chat bought and fold crain,thould beat this Mule away from ther rau 
ging fives(wlicn they cleanfed or winnored tlicircorne)but chathe mip hceatunder diem.

Kine, Buls, and Oxen,are Nnotto be deloifed as unkindly,alrhough they luole 
hur illfavouredly and beenotfo faire tothecic: forinthe Alpes, the Icaltof boure aré che beit 
michikine. And the beft Libouring Oxen arethcy which are yoked by tbe head, aud not the 
recke.ln Sytia they haveno dewlaps at all hanging under the neck, bucbunches ftanchng upon 
their backs infteed cherof, They of Cariaaifo,a counticy in Afiaare Ultayvourcd to be (ccn,ha- 
ving berwzentheit necks & thoulders a tumor or fweikny hanying ovet; befides,theirhorns are 
Jofe,and(asit were)our of jointzand yet by report they are pafling good of deed andjabormott 
fhutly.Fuschermore,it is generally heldforcertaine,tharthe blick or white in this kind aze fim- 
tthe wort for workc,aid condemned, Buls have leff= and chinacr hornes thanemher Kine or 
Uxen, Tie belt une co bring the Oxe or the Bull toche yoke, andinake him d:aw, is at chsce 
verresut age :aficr,itis too Lare,and before,with the fooneit.A yong Srere is foonelt erained and 
tazeheto draw,if he be coupledin one yoke with another chat hath beene wrought alseadic and

Butdhis chicte gave noc over his accultomed 
haunt for all thar, bue made meanes bya certaine wee toclanber overand getto the fore Lad 
fal fuh;and never could he be taken in the manner nor difcovered, bur that the dog ces by cheic

When they bec minded to depart out of ourcoatts, they affemble all together in one ceraze 
place appointed :there is not one Icfrout nor abfent of their owne kind, unleffe it bee fome tha 
arenotat libertic,bue captive or in bondage. Thus(as if it had been publifhed before by proc! 
mation)they rifc all in onc entire companic,and away they fie. And albeit well knowne it might 
be afore, that they were upon their remove and departure, yet was there never any man (swatclied 
he never fowell) thac could perceive them mn their flight :ncither doe wee at any time fee wen 
they arecomming tous, Beier wee know that they bee alreacie come. The reafon is, becae 
they doe the one and the other alwaics by night.And noewith{tanding that they fie tov andtio 
from place to place, and make bur one fl:che of it, yetare they fiippofed never to have anned 
ac anycoaftbur in dc night. There isa place in the open plaines and champion counucy of}. 
fia,called Pithonos-Come :where(by report) they affemble all together, and being mer, keene 
a janzling one with another: bucin theend,looke which of them lagged behind and came tr. 
die him they ceare in peeces and then they depart. This alfu hath becn noted, thatagcer theless 
of Auguft they be notlightly {cene there. 

Soine uffirine conftantly thar Storkes have notongues, But fohighly regarded they arefi: 
flaying’‘of Serpents, that in Theffalic it 1s accounted a capicall crime tokill a Storke, and bylia 
he is punifhed as a Felon in the cafe of manflaughter. 

Aker the fame manner wild Geefe and Swansdo fore together,when they be paffengersfron 
countiey tocouatrey: butall chefe are feene when they fie. Lhey make way forcibly ina poinied 
fyuacron, bke as itwere the ftemme of a foift atfea,armed with a tharpe beakehead (for bytis 
meancs they breake and cut the aire betrer,than if they drave it before witha ftreight,cven, ad 
fquare front.)

cries in many hath fhewed the contrarie. Howbcit,thefe toules ufe toeacand devour x 
another. 

But fince wee are entred into this difcourfe ofthofe foules that make voiages by who'e Rlocks 
over feaand land to {ee ftraunge countries, I cannot put off to fpeake of Iefler birdsalfo, which 
are of the like nature. For thoie beforenamed may feeme in fome fore to bee induced t0 fucn 
greattravell, fo big they are of bodie, and fo ftrong withall. As touching Quailes therefore, 
they alwaies come before the Cranes depare.

As for 
Grathoppers they fic with wings made Itke pellicles or fine skins . In fumme, all Infeas 
which be armed with a fting in thir bodie ortaile, have foure a peece : and none agit 
have above twaine that carne d:eir offentive weapon inthe mouth. To the former Nature hah 
given it forcorevenge ;to the orher, onely to feed themfelves,and contenttheir appetitemore- 
over, plucke from any of diem their wings, there will never come new in the place, None Uist 
havea fling in their cane, be ccublewinged. Some Infes there be, which have growing actt- 
taine huske orcod over their wings, for the fafeguard and defence thereof, as the Beetles:a°4 
che wings offuch be hiner arc more bricle chan others. Sting have they none, bur acerta:rc 
kind of the great ones be arsned with twolong hornesboking out before them, and two-fored 
they be and coothed like pinfuns,in thetop,which (when they litt) they can bring togither anc 
make them mect, and fo nip and bitewithall. Thefe Beedes, folke ufe co hang abour the nechect 
young babes, as prefent remedies againft many maladies. Such Beetles, N:gsdias callech Le ' 
canes.

fhadowed and make nothew. Thefe Glowbards never:appeare before hay is tipe scare y 
ground, ne yet after itiscax downe. Contrarimife, the thes called Blatt, live and be noun ° 
mdaskeneffe slight is an enemie unto them, and trom it they fie. They breed commonly 3 
baines and fouves, of the moift vapours that be there, Ot the fame kind there be other ue 
Beetles red in colour, whichworke themfelves holes in the drie earth, wherethey framecese 


receptacles like unto Becscombds, litle and {mal, full of pipes refembling hollow fpungesi

aith novoncly 2rmcs, butalfoa fting inthe tale. As forthe reft, fome of them have a tharpe 
pided weapon in their muzzle, as namely, the Breefc or great Horfc-fie, called in Latine 
Afisso8 Tatanes,whether you will. Likcwife Gnats alfo, and fome kind of flies. And thele 
“tesfrve chem in good ftcad both for mouth and tongue. Some of thcfe are but blunt, 
iF aot good for to pricke » but one handfome to fucke withail, as flies, which have all ot 
dem a congue, beeing evidernly fiftulous and like a pipe. And none of all thefe have any 
> geth, There be Infects with lite hornes proaking out before their eyes, bur weake and ten- 
B ardeybe,and good for nothing ;asthe Burrerflies. And there bee againe, that arenot wine 
+ ged.andfach be the Scolopendres. All Infc&sthat have legees and fcet, oc not directly, buc

non ML ide, Sutare faine totume their whole headwithall when they would feeathing that 
4 tector them, The Chamaleons (by report) roll their cies all whole every a! as they 
"Paaddonne, too and fro, Crabs looke awric, And yet fuch fifhes as are enclofe gears 
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brittle and tender fhell, have cheireics inflexible and ftifle. Lobfters and Shri mpesfor themed ( 


part, have cheir cycs ftanding out verie hard, albeit they be covered with the Ike thells. Theg 
that bave hardcies, are not lowell fighred as thofe that have moilt. Iris commonly faid thauiss 
man plucke theeies out of the heads of young ferpents,or young Swallowes, they will haverey 
inein their place. All Infects and other creatures that lie witinin hard fhells, ftitre their Cts 
4s four-footed beafts doe cheircares: but in chofe chat have tender fhells, their cies be hard.Ard 
allfuch, as alfo fithes and Infects, have nolids to their cies, and therefore cover themnor, Bis 
chere be none without a thin membrane or pellicle overthem, which is cleare and tranfarecy 
bike plafle. 

Eye bh. : and women have haire stowing on the brims of both Eie-lids:but women doe colo 
themevery day with an ordinane painting that they have: focurious are ourdames and now 
fo faine be faire and beautifull, that forfooth they muft dic theireies alfo. Nature ywis pavetsen 
thefe hairy ciclids for another end,namely,for a palaifade as itwere and rainpier of defences, 
the fight, yea and toftand out like a bulwarke forto keepe off and put by all litele creatures thes 
mightcome againft che eyes, or what things foeverelsflouldchaunce to fall intothem. Soi 
write, That the haire of the ciclids will fhed and fall away, butnot without fome great injuric, 
and namely, in fuch perfons as be overmuch giventoleachcric. No other living creatures hase 
chefe haires, bur fuch as otherwife be clad all over their bodies with haire or feathers. Bur,as 
foure-footed beafts havethem inthe upper lid onely, fo Foules have none. but in the netiicr: 
hike as chofe ferpents which are render skinned and are foure-footed, as Lizards, The Oit:ch 
isthe only foulewhich hath hairc on the uppereye-lid. The Ape hath on chen both as ne!!as 
man. Moreover, all foules have uoteie-lids,and therefore fuch doe not winke,namely ,thofe cuit 
bring forth living creatures. The greater and heavier foules,when they would clofe their cies,ca 
ac with crawing up the nether lid. The fame alfo wwinkle by means of a pellicle or skin comm:22 
from the comcrs of theireics. Doves and fuch lie birds winke with both eie-lids : but fourelco. 
ted beatts thar lay ees, as Tortoifes and Crocodiles, ufe the nether lid onely, withoutany tx: 
kling at all,becaufe theireies be very hard. The uunoft compaffe or edge of haire in theuope 
lid, the Latines caited in old time Cline, and thereof came the name of the browes, to be o#- 
percs:uns in Latine.

might eafily come by, fince they were plants growing among them, and fotamiliar;nom- 
ftanding they had found out the juice of Rofes, wherewith yet they would not correct che forela 
ftrong fumes in chofe daies; for that alfo wasknown tobe acominendable qualiuc of Otleko- 
fare.Bur the truth is, The Perftznsand none but they oughtto be reputed the invencors of prea 
ous andodoriferous ointments. For they to palliateand hide therarke and flickizg | 
breath which commeth by their furfee and excefic of meats and drinkes, are forced to hese 
themielves by fome artificial] meanes,and therefore goe evermore all co be perfumed and ga 
fed with frect ointments.And verily fo far as ever Icould find by reading hiftories,the Fist pirat 
that fer {uch flore by collly perfuines,wasking Darins, among whofe coffers (after chat Alex 
der the Greathad defcaced him and woon his campe) there was found with other roiall furnitse 
. Ofhis,a fine casket full of perfumes and coftly oinements.Bur afterwards they grew to fo : 
erediteeven amoneus, that they were admitted into the ranke of the prinapall pleafures, + 
moft commendable delights,and the honeftcft comforts of this life. And more chan that, © 
eeded fo farre, as therewith to honour the dead zas if by right cha dutic belongedto them. 
And therefore it thall notbe amiffe to difcourfe of thistheame more at large, Wherein [ne ‘ 
advertife the Reader by the way, that for the prefene I will bu only name chofe ingredients id 
cue che compofition of thefe ointments :fuch I meane as came not from hearbs andtrct's

: eit wouldbenoted alfo principally, that the fame ointments were nocalwaics in like credise 
sndefimacion : buronc robbed another of the: honour and worth: infomuch, as many times 
afindtie occafions, that which was lately mn requeft and price, anone give place toanew 
a turer vention. At the fart in auncient ame, the beft oinunents were thorvht tocome from 
Delossbut afterwards, thofe char were brought out of egypt: notakkechen burof Menccfium, 
compoonded at Mendes, acistie there. And this varicue and alecration was not occafiored al- 
axesbythe diver{tic of compofition and mbaure, but otherv:hiles by reafon of good or bad 
fhould havethe tame kind of liquors and oiles better in this countrey for one pure 

pofe,and in thac for another : yea,and chae whichin fome place was right and truc, the fame did 
depencrareand gromto a baftard nature, if you chaunged once the region. Fora long ume, the 
oi orozment of Iris or the Floure de-luce root made at Corinth, was in much tcquelt, and 
hichly praifod bur afterwards thacof Cizicum woon the name & credite,for the arnficiall cone 
‘ion thereok, Semblably, the oilc of Roles thatcame from Phafclus, was greatly called for: 
bur in procefie of amc, Naples, Capuz,and Prenefte, ftole chat honour and gloric from thence 
nthatbehalfe. The ointment of SaStron,confected at Soli in Cilicia imported for a good while 
and catied the praife alone: but foone after, that of Rhodes waseverymansmoney. The Oile

es sndloft.For itis heat and nothing els(as Theophraftees faith which engencreth oilezand therfore

both about the prefie at firft, and alo in the very gamers where Olives be laid after, dey ufe to 
ae rood fires, by thatmeanesto draw the morc oile forth.A third defaulsthere is inaile, and 
thatcommeth of two much fparing and nigeardife stor fome men thereare, whobeiny loth to 
be acaftto plucke and gather Olives from the trce, wait fill and looke that they tiould fall of 
henelves.

Mohah highly commended above all, che lees of Oile-olive: for he would have the bar- 
rels, hogfheads, and other veflels which hold oilc,to bec therewith befmreared, that they 
fhould not drink up the oile, He deviled alfo, thar che thrcthing floors thould be wrought 
andeempcred with oile lees, that they might not chawn and gape,norno Ants breed wahim the 
chinkesand cranies thereof. Moreover, he thinketh ic very good that the mortar, plaftre, and 
ofed about the walls of corne-barnes,as alfo their floores, fhould be well princkled and 
with the faid lees: yeaand the prefles and wardrobes where apparel iskepe, ought to 
¢ benubbed therewith to keepe out mothes, wormes, fpiders, and {uch vermine that doe hurt to 
coches. He affirmeth befides, thar itis good againft certaine difcafes of toure-toored beafts, as 
afow preferve trees, yCa andexcellent{or inward ulcers of amans bodie, bur elpecially thofe

_ Coum-Ula ine author reporteth, That fruits will keepe well in earchen pots throuchily pit- 
Cidjand afterwards ferin pits,and drenchedin celternesot water. In the mariciuic coalts of Li 
enanexttothe Alpes, they wero take Grapes afterthey arc dried in the Sun, and wrap them 
wcainbands of rulhesand recds,putthem up in lictie barrels,and ftop chin clofe with platter. 
Te Greekes havecthe fame fathion : bur they cake for chat purpofc, the leaves of the Plane- 
cx othe vine it felfe orelfethe fig-trec,after they be dried one day in the shade: and when they 
be:nthe barrell ,betweenc every bed of grapeclufters, they couch acourice of grape kernels, 
aod fuch retufe remaining after the prefic. And in thismanuerare the grapes of Coos and Le- 
rus preferved : and for fiwectneffe and pleafanttaft,there are no better to be found. And fome 
Lerebe, thar for to counterfeit thele excellent Grapes, befmesrethem with lic afhes fo foone 
*screrthey be pulled fromthe Vine, and prefently drie them in the Sunne: which done, they 
me them w:thin leaves,as hath been faid before and {o couchthem clofe within the cake of 
ee stapes. Neverthelefie, there be divers chat chute raclicr to keepe Grapes in the fawdult 
oly Poe ‘680f Firre wood, Poplar, or Ath.

over,wee find by experince, that if wees havea kindly winter and cold feafon in ticir due tine I 
their nood will be more firme, and fo likewile will they bud and fhoot out bett:odherwite if the 
warme Southerne winds blow upon then much, yce thiall have the mrees prove foftand feeble, 
and their bloffomes come to nothing blouming as dey doc before time.For it ie chaunce, ths 
prefencly after their fowers be fully ouc and readic to fhed, there fall any flore of raine, the truz 
5 quite gonc for that yeare.And as for Almond trecs and Pearetrces, it it be butclofe anddou. 
dic weather oncly without any raine,or the wine ftand Scuth when they dower, {ure they bec to 
loofe their fruit.Certes,a glut of raine in May atwhat time as the Broodelicn ftarcalled Virgi:r 
doth arife,is exceeding hurdull to Vincs and Olive trees :for then is the very feafon of thar hrit- 
ting orconception. Then bee the foure decretorie or criticall daies,that give the dome of Oine 
trees,either co good or bad: this is the Southerly poincof filthie, foule,and glowmie weather, 
whereof wee have fpoken before. Moreover,all manner of graine feeleth the inconvenierceot 
Southerne wind at the ame of their ripening. Well may corne make haft and ripen fooner bu: 
it fhall never have the kind maturitie and perfection as ic ought. As ferthe cold pinchingblac 
froits and Northerne winds, which blow ou: of feafon, come they early or comethcy Lute, they 
be hurtfull all Bur if the wind {tand Northeaft in winter, there is nothing fo good generally fut 
all fruits of the earth.And verily,a good fhower now and then during thactime,will dono ham:

the ground? ‘The reafon is,for that not only itkeepeth in and enclofeth the vital breath & foue 
(if Iimay fo fay) of che earth, readie to exhale out and vanith away, yea,and driveth backsgan 
inco the blade and root of come,redoubling therby the force andvigor there of: buealfo becauie 
it both yeeldeth liquour and moifture thereunto gently by little and little ,and the famewi 
fine pure, and paffing light: confidering, that fnowis nothing clfe butte fome or froth of raine- 
water from heaven, his humor thercfore,not falling forcibly all at once to drowne the root, & 
yet walhing away cheearch from it (but diftilling drop-mealea little at once, in shat proporuon 
and meafure as chirftrequireth and callech for it)nourifheth all chings,as from a teat or papsnctr 
rifheth( fay)and neither drencheth nor overfloweth them. The earth allo forber patt, by a r

Hereunto ought to be annexed the confideration of Vine-yards Hort-yards,and Groves, as 
touching theig {ivation, and namely what partof the heaven they fhouldregard. Vergsll con- 
ctmnedalcogether the planting of any trees, refpective co the Welt : fome have chofen that 
cuater before the Eaft. And this have I obferved,that in moft mens opinion, the South is belt.

Now, 
chs eround,{o good as it is, where and whenfoever we have found it,is hard ynough cobetilled, 
pirequrath greatlabour and husbandric, putting the poore husbandman to more painés in 
aumarwith that poodneffe of it, chan poflibly hee could have with any defects and imperfe@ti- 
costharcof, For even the hore earth, called by the name of Carbunculus, which ufeth ro burne 
become fowmethereponsnay be helped & remedied(as it is choughr)by {erting ie with planes 
of poore and hungrie Vines.

lifhwobe cared and husbanded,is not alwaies bad and navehit for encreafe. Bur it fareth cleane 
contraric with the pale and wan afhic earth, as alfo with the white fancicfoile : forthe barra: 
ground is Soone found by a thicke and callous cruft thatithath, even atthe firft dene of cule, 
or ftroke of martocke. | 

Caro ferteth downe breefely,as his manner is,all the defe€s & faults of ground in thefe words: 
Take becd(quoth he)of 4 rorten ground, and fee that you flurre it neither with cart nor touchitwi.h 
be:il. What fhould wee thinke was his meaning by this tearme of his, that he fhouid fare tut.

Cats hath a devife to make an artificial mucke of compott of liter |, 
pine ftraw, chaffe, beanc ftalkes, leavesand braunches both of maft-Holme and Oke. Hee(s 
"take Aiken, Moreover tothe fame purpofe: Weed out of the ftanding come, * Walwort [otherntecat.J 
Danewort] and Hemlocke;alfo from about oficr-plots, plucke up rancke weeds , or ground, 
Elder ; alfo Recke ot Sea-graffe, and dead leaves or braunches lying romten under trees: alien 
thou haftfodonc, ftrewand lay a courfe of chem under theepe where they be folded. tem. 
vt big begine wo decay and wax Jeane, burne the threads and cuttings of the owne,and tum tic 
under ground hard to the rootsthereof, Jtem, Where thou meanettco fow any whiearg 
fach like bread-come,draw thy fheepe thither,and there fold them. He faith morcover, thatthe 
fowing of fome graincis as good asa dunging to the ground :for chefe be his very words, The 
fruit it {clfe of the earth is a batling to the earth, and namely, Lupines,Beanes,and V etches {or 
they mucke the lands : Jike as on the contrarie fide, Chiches doc bum the protind, both becaie 
they are plucked, and alfo for that they ftand upon fale. Semblably doth Barley, Famigrecte, 
Ecvile, and generally all kind of pulfe which are pulled and not mowen down. Ham, Talelied 
(quoth Cate) chat you {et no pepins orkemels, where you meane to fowcome, Asforsizg,te | 
is of opinion ,thae the fowing of Line-feed for flax, likewifle of Ores and Poppies,do bum com 
ground and pill tx out of heare. He alfo giveth rules as touching mucke-hills, That they ihov'd 
be made in the open aire, within fome hollow place where « may gather water ; chat they beeco- 
vered over wich ftraw and litter, for feare they fhould drie in the funne ;and Laft of all, char dey 
havea good {trong ftake of Oke picched and driven in about the mids thereof, for fotheren:! 
nofnakes nor fuch like ferpents breed and engender therein. Moreover, as touching the {pica 
ding of mucke, and mingling with the mould of a land, mis exceedmg good rodo mwhate 
wind feccech full Wet,fo chat the Moone then be paft the full and in the waine.But this rule 2- 
ny have miftaken and noc conftrued aright, fuppofing that they fhould fo doc when the We 
fterne wind Favonius beginneth toric, and namely in the moncth of Februaric only: whereas 4 
indeed moft come lands require thispoint of husbandrie in other moncths as well.

and verily we fhall find no fewer kinds of them that come by mans hand, chan of fuch as Nae 
it felfe bach brought forth ; fokind and thankfull have we been to her, as 00 make ( r, 
this behalfe. Firft and foremoft therefore this isto be noted, That all ees doe grow exher 
feed fowcn, or of braunches prowing to the trec and couchedin the ground, or ot an old flo 
from whence new imps may fprout: alfo, either of a flip or {prig plucked from another if 
fo laid in the ground ; or of 2 young fhoot,twig ,impe, or Sion, engraffed in the very unit - 
tree, flicand cloven fot that purpofe. For cannot chufebur marveile much at Tregss, who = 
verily perfuaded, That about Babylon the leaves onely of Datctrees being fet or fowen, ¥ - 
proove uces, Now whereas there bee fo many devifes abovefaid forto nour aces, chusye 
—. tuft underftand, that fome trees there be which will grow by many of thefc waits seas

A fh elle or firlt of all, we have learncd by het forto fow feed, by occafionthatwc have

fred ANCOR ily thofe that being cutdowne, doc fpring new againe from the root. Offeed 
ot sirhough the famebe fatre unlike to others) thofe alfo will grow; which are ufually plamed

merthereof, by certain recs that put forth atthe roorathicke fpring of young fhoots orfions. * 
bur lichely che mother that beareth chefs imps,killeth chem when the hathdone, withher (hace He 
and dropping togither. And this is evident to be{cenein Lawtels, Pomegranace uces, Planes, 
Cherricerecs, and Plumuces: for ftanding as thefe smpes doc, a number of them withourall 
ordec under cheic mother ftucke, they be over-fhadowed and keptdown fo, that they millikeand 
pever come to proofe, HowDcie fome fewthere bee of this fort, chat are not fo'unkindtother 
yong breed,2s¢0 kill chem with the fhadow of their boughs 4 and namely Elmes and Date trees, 
This would be obferved by che way, thatno trees have fuch young unps {pringing at theirteer, : 
bur they only, whofe roots tor love of the warme funne and moift rain, {pread alottandliechbe 
within che ground. Moreover, the manner is not to fet thefe young plants prefently intheplice 
whereth¢y muft remaine and continue for alcogither, bur firlt they are to be beftonedinapeece 
of ground were they may take nourifhment, to wit, in fome nource- garden for the nones, un 
ull they be growne toa good ftacure ; and then they are to be removed a fecond time unto ther 
duc place. Anda woonder iz is to fee, how this tranfplanting doth mitigate eventhe favagens- 
turcof the wildeft wees thae are: whether ic be chaturees as’ wellas men, are defirous of novel. 
tics, and love tobee travailing forchaunge ; orthatasthey goe froma place, they leave bstuad 
them their malicious qualitie,and becing uledto the hand, become tame and gentle like the 
wild beatts sefpectally when fuch young plants are plucked and taken up with te quicke reor. 
Wc have leamed of Nature alfo,anorher kind of planung much hike tothis: for we {ee thatnor 
only water-thoots fpringirg out of the root, but other fprigs flipped from the flocke, live ard 
doc full well :But in the practi¢ of this feat, cacy oughrto be pulled away witha colts-fcorol 
theis owne,foas they takea quicke parcell afoot theirmothers bodie with them, in mannerof § 
a fringe or border hang:rg wereto, After this manner they ufe to fer Pomegranat, Fuberd. > 
zell, Apple, and Servite uces ;Medlars alfo, Afhes,and Fig trees ; but Vines elpecially:marya 
Quince ordered ard planted in that fort, will degenerat and grow toa baftard kind, From herce 
came the invention, to fet into the ground young fprigsor twigs,cut off tromthecee, Thiswas 
at tirft praCufed with foot-tets fora prick+hedge, namely, by pitching downe into the ear), Et 
der, Quince-cuttings,and brambles sbut afterwards men began todo the like by thofe treesthat 
ate morc fer by, and nourithed for other purpofes, as namely Poplars, Alders, and the Viillow, 
which of all others may be pricked into the ground with any end of the cutting or fprig doane 
ward ie makes no matter whether, for the {maller end will take as well asthe bigger, Nowalihe 
fore of thefe, are beftowed and ranged in order at the firft hand, even as aman would have them, 
and where he lift co fee them grow, neither need they any remooving or tranfplantation acall 
But before we proceed any further, ro other forts of planting trees, it were good to declarethe 
manner how co order feminaries,feed-plots, or nource-gardens, 

- Fortomakea goed pepinnier or nource-garcen, there would bechofena principall & ipe 
ciall peece of ground: for oftentimes it falleth out, yeaand meet itis,that the nource which gr 
veth fucke fhould be more render overthe infant,than the owne naturall mother thatbarett Io 
the fir{t place chertore,Jet it bea found and drie ground, howbeic furnifhed witha goodand fuer 
culentc tall moufture,and the fame broken up and after well digged over & over with a 
tocke and {pade, and brouge to temper and order, fo as it be nothing coy butreadicto recon’ 
manner of plants that fhali come, and tocntertaine them as welcome guefts; and withall as™ 
as may be to thas ground unto which they muftbe remoovedat laft. But before all things,tn's 
would be looked unto, thar icbe ridcleane of all {tones ;furcly fenced alfo and paled about for 
tokecpe outcécks and bensand all pullen: it muft not bce full of chinkes and cranies,!of 
chat che heat of che fume enzer in and burne up the {mall filaments or flingsand beard 
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: of all, chefe pepins orkernils, ought to ftanda foot and a halfe afunder:for 
seeTo0s ois and rah one another ,befides other faul:s & inconveniences, they 
vant Arowormes: and eherefore,I fay, there would be fome diftance betweene, that the 
vndabour them may be often harrowed and raked,to kill he vermine,and the weeds plucked 
e eahehecisthatdoth breed them.Morcover,it would noche forgotten ,to proine thele yong 
ssahen they are Dut new come Up :£0 Cut away,l fay,the fuperfluous {prigs uinderneath,and 
aes berimestocthe hooke. Cate giveth counicll ro fticke forkes about their beds a mans 
th he, andla hurdics over them,foas the Sunne may be Ietin undemeath :and thofe hurdles 
eacoverand chatch over with ftraw oF haulme,forto keep out the cold in winter. Fhus are yonp

tree afecond time: and certainly bewweene then both was this difference , The formet Corte 

lian bare themore plentic, but the nuts of the ozher twice graffed were the beter, As for ails 
forts of graffing or planting, mans wit hath devifed,by obferving that which hath falne outb !

Fortrames and trailes wherein vines areto run, the berter and more barrle thatthe ground 
of the vineyardis, the plainer & evener thacitlyeth, the higher they would be trom the greutic; 
likewife if the place be fubject to dewes, fogs,and milts and nothing expofed to the winds: ccn- 
trariwife, if the pround be leane and drie, hose, and opento the winds, they mult bere lor 
and nearer tothe earth. Asconcerning the rafters, that] ¢ over and reach from prop to Fre, 
they oughrto be tied and faftened rherero with as ftrespheand furea knot as 1s potlidle; whereas 
the vine would be bound unto them, bur flacke. Ot tise fundrie forts of vines,as allo which were 
to be p!anred in this or that foile, and what coafts ainciclimiits cach one of them lovech wehavé 
fhewed fufliciently in the particular treatife of their nating, aid of the wines thaccome of hein, 
Touching all other points of husbandrie that remaine behind, much doubrand divcis Gee 
ftions are made :for many there be that feare not all Summer long to beedige.ng 1 the wines 
dabout vine roots, after every littleraine. Others againe forbid to meddle & be lultic chest, 
tn the budding rime: foriecannot be avoided, bue thatthe young oilets will either be fminen i 
cleane, or elfc galled and bruifed one time or other, with their gate thar goin and out berwcen: 
which isthe caufe, that they would have all kind of catrell to bee kept out that they come net 
neare,and efpecially fuch as beare wooll on their backs; for fheepe ot all ochers fuoneft rub c: 
the buds as they paffe by with their fhag-coats. Moreover, they are of opinion, tharall manrct ;

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4 eed’ gcand mid-winter; howfoever fome beofthis mind, Thatitfufficerh them 
e pare the roots onely of the se arin | ong thereto, The fecond delving thcy would have 
robe from the Ides of Aprill, and fix daies before the Ides of May, that is, betore they bevin to

sndalfoarthe time when the grapes alter their hiew. But the more skilfull and expere Lusbanas 
sffirme conftantly, hac if the ground be overmuch laboured,and digged tou often, the grapes 
gill beforender skinned, that they will burft againe, Moreover, thefc rules following aretobee 
obferved, That when any vines dorequire fuch delving and digging. the labourers ought tozo 
ronotkebetimes before the heat of the day : marie if the vineyard ftand upon a myricclay, iris 
not coodthen citherto careor dig it, but rather towaittor the hot featon ; for the duttthat ri- 

g ferhby diggings is very good (by their faying) both to preferve the vine and grapes truw the 
inching {unne, andalfoto defend them again the dropping imifts. 

As for disburgening of vinesand cleanfing them of their fuperfluous leaves, all men accord, 
thnit(houldbe done once in the Spring, to wit, after the Ides of May, for thefpace ot eleven 
{:ies following sand in any hand before they begin toput fonh flower. And hownvuch thercof 
multbethus ditfoiled for the firft time ? even all thatis uncer the traile or frame, andno more.

) raileof the unfeafonable weather: for whoknoweeh not, thatinfrolt itis cklubmediiny wil 
siats,andthat they be in daunger foone to breske and knap atuader? To fay therefore a truch, 
by order of Nature chere would not be fuch haft made.

Tis holden fora rule, That the beft Vine- plants whichrun upon a frame of railes,oughttobe 

pruned in snid-March about the fealt of cAtinerva, called Quinquatrus: and if a mun woud 

preferve and keepe their grapes, it would bee done iss the wanc of the Moone. Alfo, thatluch 
Vines asbe cut in thechange of the Moone will not be fubjc& co the injurie and hurt ofanyncr 
fome vermine.Although in fome other refpeétymen are of opinicn,thzt they fhould beeaxin * 
thenight,at the full of the Moone, when the figne is in Leo, Scorpio, Ssgittarius, and Tauns: 
and gcnerally it is thought good co {er them when the Moon is atthe full,or at leaftwile when {ie 
iscroifant.Moreover, this is to be notcd, that in Iealicthere need not above ren men forto locks 
unto a Vineyard of a hundred acres, 

And now that I have difcourfed at large as touching the manner of planting, grafing, and 
dreffing of trecs,I purpofe not hereto meat againe of Date-trces and Tretrifolie,whercot Ihave 
alreadiefufficiently written in the Treatife ot ttraunge and forrsine trces : bur for as much as 
my meaning is to omit nothing, | will proceed forward to decipher thole matcers which concen 
principally che nature of trees, andnamely, their maladies and imperfections; whereco they sho L 
as well asbeafts and other living creatures,befubjeGt.

good for another: and fome trces require this courfe and others that,co bee taken wih then. 
tor example,the Cypreffe tree cannot abide esther tobe dunged or watered, ithateth all digess 
and delving about it, it may not away with cutting and pruning, it isthe worle for al! gocdl’iy- 
ficke, nay, all remedies to others are mifcicefesto it; andin one word, goe about toimeciuiae 
it,you kill it. All Vines,and Pomyranatttees efpecially, love alife river-fices,and dcfire roews- 
tered :for thereby will chey thrive and profper. fhe Fig tree alfo it feife is nouriihed aad tedis #2 
teri¢ grounds :but the fruit chat it beareth,js the poorer by chat meaues. Almond trcesitihey o¢ 
plied with digging will either not bloumc at all,or elie hed their flowers before duc time.Ne 
cher mult any yong plants or trees, newly praffed, be dizged aboutthcir roots, belore icy as 
gathered futficienc ftrength,and begin to beare fruit. Moittrees are willing inough to be disbus- 
dened of theit fuperfluous and over-ranke braunches, like as we men can {pare ournaiics %» bee 
pared, and buh of haire to be cur when they be overgrowne.

The folemnne games and plaiesalfo inthe honour of Kine and Oxen, they who frequented 
them,called Bubcti j-Moreover,king Servins atthe firft when he madebrazen coine,{tampec the 
peeces with the portraiture of Sheepe,Kine,and Oxen.By the lawes of the twelve Tables,allpet- | 
fons whatfocver above fourcreene yeares of ape,were forbidden under paine of death oom 
andfowen; or tocutthe fame downe by fyth or fickle atfuch a time,and in thatmannet. Byt 
fame lawes alfo ordained it was, That whofoeverwas attaint or convicted thereupon, 'no 
be hanged by che head and ftran gled for fatisfaQtion of the goddefle Ceres : andin one panei 
be more greevoufly punifhed than incafeofmanflanghter. Burif the offender were under that 
Be whipped at the difcretion of the Pretor

Now as touching thele jomss, 
Wheat beareth ufually tome. Beere Barley fixe, andthe common Sorit Barley eight, which 
well to be confidered: forno corne ufcth to {pier before it be fully knotted or jointed in mance: 
abovefail. And tofoone asche faid fire theweth fome hope of an csre, within toureor hve discs 
after ar the molt.chey begin co bloume sand in as many daies fpace,or liele more,they will have 
done, and fhed their Howres. And yer [mutt needesfay,thar all forts of Barley arca {even night 
at che uanoft infodoing .

The Greches have treated ot them 
fomewhat nore diligently, and yet among por heatbs and woorts growing in gardens; whiete.s 
indeed according to good order they wou'd be fpohen off immediatly after Corne,or P canes 2 
leat wife confidering there is not « plantof more orbetter ufethanis dieRape or Naver, furl 
and formoft, they grow not onely lus bealts of the carth and the Foules of the aire, butalfo fer 
men.For all kinds of Pullen about a Farme-houfe in the countrey,doe feed upon the feedthere- 
of as much as of anythingelfe, efpecially af they bee boiled firlt in water. As for foute-tooted 
bec{ts,they eat the leaves thereof wich great delight, and waxe fat therewith, Laft of all,menalfo 


toke as oreat pleatureand deliyhe in eating the leavesand heads of Rapes or Navewes inthe 


feafon,as thcy due of young Coly.Flories, Cabbayes, or any tender crops of hearbes whatice- 
ver :yca,whien they ate faded, flagvie, and dead in the Barne,they are efteemed better than beng 
frefh and greene. As for Rapes or Navewes, they will keepe long and laft all Winter,botl within 
the ground where they grew: and becing well wintered, they will continue afterwards out of the 
earth lying abroadeven alinoft ull new come:fo as they yecld men prearcomforrto witliftandal 
hunger and famine. In Piemont,Lumbardie,& thofe countries beyond the Po, the peoplemale 
the moft account of gaine by gathering Rapes, next towine vintage and corneharvelt, Itisnot 
choife and daincie,ot the ground where it will grow: for lightly ie will profper wherenothing<s 
canbe fowed.In foggie milts hard frofts,and other cold weather, it thriveth paffing wel,& grow 


eth toa wonderfull bigneffe. Ihave icene one of theit roots weigh above fortic pounds,Astut- f 


ching the handling and dreffing of them for our tabic, there be many waies and deviles tocom 
mend and tet them out.Prefeived they may be untill new come,efpecially condite with {harp and 
biting Scnvie or Muftard (ced. Moreover,our Coukesknow howto give them fix other colous 
befides cheir owne which is pure and naturall; they have the caft co fecever: a purple hew upes 
them.And to fay atruth,thereis nokind of viands befides thar, being thus painted &ccolouree, 
hath the like grace.

made fo fair a thewuponthetrees)were aftonied & marvelled much, that Democritusio lee | 
Philofopher,& aman who they knew,was wont by his profeffion to content him(elfe with pie 4 
tic,to fer luis mind upon nothing fo muchas a quictlife,& wholly co bufie hisbrainein ateaiies 
of knowledge and learning was now ona fuddain becomea merchant.Inthcend, they petceied 
what checaufe was, & acknowledged his divine skill in forcfecing & preventing a dearth: and! 
for his part thewed plainly, That it was notavarice and defire of lucre that moved him tole this 
courfe,but toletchc world know,tharifhe were fodifj pofed,he couldby themeansofhisletine - 
only,befoona rich man(as indeed he grewhercby toexceeding wealth;)tor prefently of hisonn | 
accord he reftored again unto the former owners, who God wot were dilpleafed with themfehes 
for thatthey had done, & withed wichall their harts,thae they had met with the like bargaine;te 
remitted(1 {ay)all this commoditie which he had gotten into his own hands, actheirowne price: 
refting hesein,that he had made pood proofe,howfoon & ea ily he could berich whenfoeverte 
would.Long time after him,Sextsis one of our Roman Philofophers, did the like at Athess,and 
after the fame manner: whereby we may {ec,in whatftcad learning and literature ferveth,ttamn 
will employ the fame to kis own benefit.AndI carenot much veuly to give the countrimanat:i 
thercof,as much as may concern the caufe of the Blafting aforefaid and co intermeddletheline 
with histuftick affairs bucas plainly and with as great facilitic 8 lightfomcneffe as pofhibly [czn 
Mottare of this opinion & have delivered in writing, That aswell the blafting in corn calledlv 
ligo,as the findging & burning of vines named Carbuncults procecd from certain dews{et!:g 
upon them, which caught a caufticke qualitictrom the acrimonie and extraordinarie heato:tie 
Sun. This conjeGure andreaton of theirs, I hold in fome part to be falfe, for the Sun neverdsii 
harmecither to the onc or the other in this refpect sbut looke what blaft foeverit be tharlizd- I 
gethor buneth corneand vines, it is occafioned by cold oncly :and if youtake good heed ard 
markchow this commeth about, youwill fay itis cleare and paft all peradventure :for rll and 
foremoft this is wel! knowne, That itnever hapneth butinthe night, or atleaftwife before i 
Sunne is rifen :fo as we may conclude well and truly, that all this dependeth upon the infuenc 
of the moonc.For never shall aman {ee any of thefe hurefull blafts, buteither abourthe charg 
or full of themoone, thatistoh y, when fhee is in her greateft force :for at both thefe anes, 3 
wellin the conjunction with the Sunne,asin oppofition, powerfull thee is,and in fomefonm 
be tearmed Full,as [have many a time alreadic faid, Buc ae the chaunge, lookc what light thee 
received from the Sunns, the fame fhee fenderh all up againeto heaven. Great difference there 
fore chere isin the effcéts of the moon in both chefe habits, and the fame very evident andapp* | 
rant: for be it in fummer,horeft the is inthe change; but in winter,cold scontrariwife,the moo 
in fummer being at the full, maketh cold ni ghts,and in winter is warme : the caule whereof i 
plaine and manifeft. Howbeit, Fabsenrts and the Greeke writers, render another reafon: fora 
fummer time, che moone being in coniunétion with the funne, and meeting with him when he 
isin acitcle neareft unto us, mutt of neceffitie be enflamed with the fire that it receiveth from 
the funne, fo neare unto her andus both : whereas contrariwi{¢e, during winter, in the ume 6 
chaunge or conjun@ion, the cannot chufe but becold, as being remote far from us 5 likeas ti 
funne alfo, whoisretired far South coward the Teopicke of Capricorne, Semblably,3t thelt 
3n Summer, fhe is faroff from us,as being oppofite unto thefunne fo neare unto us:no mavel 
therefore if thee be cold in regard of our climate: butin winter, at the fametime of heroppo™ * 
tion as fhe is nearer unto us taking hercourfechrough the fummercitcle of the funne;fowe my 
conclude, fhe doth moderate the rigour of wintercold, and conféquently that then, or¢iny : 
fhe iswarme. Contidering then that the moone being (at the fullin fummer)focold,and c ¢ 
g¢d ordinarily as thee isot her one nature with much dew, what wonderis icif at fixchal ie 
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tefoftsand dewes thatfall bee excecding cold andcongealed apaine, which are thecaufe of 
‘he aid blaftings ? But above all we muft remember,that there be two forts of accidentscom- 

‘ng fromabove,that mi ghtily doe wrong and annoy the fruits of the earth. The one wee call 
Tempelts, which comprehend hailes, ftormes of wind and raine,and fuch like impreffions ofthe 
sie, which whenfoever they doc light,are tearmed by the Lawyers, Ves majer, 2.the greater vio- 
leet . and thefe for the moft patt proceedfrom fome of the horrible and dreadfull Sears,as we or. the hz 
havemany times noted, towit, Arurus, Orion, and the Kids. Of the fecond fort of thefe cala- of God 
miities,e they which happen when che weather is {till and quiet without any trouble of winds, in 
shefiteft and cleareft nights,andnoman ever perceiveth them untill che harme be done :thefe 
bemore publicke and univerfall, thefe differ much from the former; fome call them Mielccwes, 
ochersHot-planets ; fome againe tearme them Blafts and findging Carbuncles :butit skills not 
much what names they have, forall men confefle that {carficie and dearth is their effe€t. Andtor 
smuchasnoman hitherto hath wrieten of thefe Blafts, &c.'I meane to deliver mineopinion 
of them, and firit to fer downe the caufe and reafon thereof, : 
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ah of the tempefts snd calamities incident tothe fraitsof the exrth,as wellin 
Winter 4s Summer : the meanes l{otevemcdie uch accidents 


caufing flerilitie and fearfisic, 


: C Hele Blatts,thefe wicked Planets, that findge and burne the fruits of the earth, befides the 
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influence and power of themoone, procecd from other caufes, and wainc efpecially, and 
thofeare notto bee found in many coafts and quarzers of the heaven: forthe tturre Vergie 
ot tegardeth principally che fruits of the carth, and o:cr them is very predominant; as beeing 
heonlv ftar, which in herrifing and apparition begiis furmmer;in hier fall and occuteation ,(liew- 
ecithe entrance of winter; by which meanes for tx moneths fpace, wiles thee isin fight, thee 
conprifeth harvelt and vintage,and generally caufeth all fruizs co r'penkindly or uckindly. 
Thereis befides in the heaven,a certain white circle called tl:e Milkeway[cr Watling: ftrect] 
wchisnot imaginarie as others, but very corfpicuous and eafie to be feene, By the influence 
of this circle,as it were out of ome udder, all plaints receive their milke,their humiditie, and nu- 
cineat, and namely, by che me.nes of twonorable ftars obferved therein sto wit, the Lele in 
neNorth fidethereof, and the Dog Canicula (whereof we made mention in place convenient) 
imuaretowardthe South. This circle then paffing through the fignes of the Zodiacke, Sagittas 
wand Gemini, and ttretchin eby the centre of the Sunne,cuttcththe AquinoGialllineewice = 
ntwoleverall places :the commuflures or joynts of which avo fignes, are poficticd of the one 
‘s¢miththe Aele (tar, and on the other fide with rhe Dog Canicula betorcfaid, No marveile 
retetoref all countries habitable and fruitfull, be fubjedt to the influence of chefe two ftars and 
tct.ctheir etfzcts s becaule in chote parts onely of the Zodiacke wherein they arc placed, the cen- 
ucandmiddle of the earth, copither with the centre alfo of the Sunne, agrec and mect juft in 
ceeandthe fame point of the Aquinodiall .Hercunonitis,that if intheteverall feafons of thefe

well eincer fruits as thofe which be called Hattie, muft of neceffitic take harme and ae C 
thereby.

which! propofed and fer downe herctofore, it is afore-token of a faite anddrie Aucumne, bu 
yetcold. 

If the Spring and Summer both paffed not cleare withoutfome raine and wee weather ite] 
bee an occafion chat the Autumne following thall be drie, and Jefle difpofed to wind; honbcr, 
thicke, muddie, and enclinedtomilts. A faire anddrie Aucumne,bringeth in alwaiesa wince 
winter. 

When all ona fodaine the ftars loofe their brigheneffe and looke dim,and thaeneitherupaa 
aclond nora mift in the aire it fignifieth either raine,or grievous cempetts. — 
If the ftarres make femblanceas if they few up and downe many togither,and in their Ajir5 
feeme whitith, they denounce winds from thatcoaft where they thus do fhoor, Nowifitfeene 
totheeye, as ifthey ran andkept one certaine place, thofe winds will hold and fit long in o*¢ 
corner: but in cafethey do foin many quarters of the heaven, thcy beroken variable andincos 
flantwinds, going and comming, and never at reft. [When youfee acircle aboutany of 
other five planets or wandring ftars, you thall have powring fhowres foone after.] Within 
figne Cancer,there be two pretieftars which the Mathematicians call Afehii, [slide Affes} d: 
tweene which there feemethtobea finallclowd taking up fome little roome,and thistheynare 
in Latine Prafepia, [i. a Crib,Crarch, Bowzey,or Manger : Jnowif itchaunce that this Race 
oc Cribappeate not,and yet the aire befaire andcleare otherwife,a figne itis of cold, foule, 
winter weather. Alfvit the oneof thofe two izle ftars, cowie, that which ftandeth Noe i 
be hidden with a mift,then thall you have the South wind to rage; but incafe the other whi 
more Southerly bc out of fizhe,then the Northeaft wind will play his part. tt

focencin neither will it hold long. Alfo, when aman feerh new circles ftill about any pet” 
there willbe much raine fooncafter, sheinds 

JoSwnmes time, ifthere chaunce tobce more thunder than lightning, iechreatne from 
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omtharcoatt where it thundred scontrariwife, if it lighten much & thunder hutle,looke forrain 
ie: when you fee it lighten, and the ski¢ otherwife cleare and faire, it is a token thatrain and 
der will follow thereupon,yca and rigorous cold weather befides: but the cruelleft and moft 
biter inyprefiions of the aire, enfue upon fuch lightningsas come from all the foure quarters of 

Heoa yt once: ifit lighten from the Northweft onely, ic betokeneth rai ii 
heaven at once: ifit lighten from the Norchweft onely,1¢ betokeneth raine the day following sif 
froin North, itis a figne of wind from thence : if from the South Northweft,or full Welt, it hap- 

ntolightenin the night & the fame be faire, it (heweth wind and rain frdm out of thofecoatts: 
morning thunders forcthew winds; butif they be heard at noone, they prefage ftore of raine. 

Astouching clouds, if you fee che racke ride apsace in theaire, che weather becing taire and 
dsie,looke for wind from that quarter whence thofe clouds do come;andif they feemeto pathet 
thicke in that place, difpearfed they will bee and fcattered when the Sun approacheth: burmore 

seuculatly, if this happen from the Northeaft,they portend raine it from the South, ftormeand 
renpett: it atthe Suns ferting the racke {eeme to ride from both fides of him into the open aire, 
they thew of cempefts toward :ifthe clouds be exceeding black, flying out of the Eaft, they chrea- 
ten raine againtt night; bur ifthey come out of the Weft, it will furcly raine the morrow after: 
ifthe clouds be difparkled many cogither out of the Eaft, and flic like fleeces or flockes of wooll, 
they thew raine for three daies after: when clouds flie low, and feme to fertle upon the tops of 
thehills, looke (hortly for cold weather : contrariwife, if youperceive thofe tops of mountaines 
clarewthour mift or cloud, the weather will foon take up and turn to be faire :when theclouds 
tecine to be heavily charged and full,and yet looke white withall (which * conftitution ofthe aire ° Sette tall 
C iscalledcommonly the white weather) there is an haile-ftorme at hand: moreover, bee the skic epee 

neverfo cleate,the leat cloud appearing therein, isenough to engender and forcfhew wind and 

forme: miftsif they come downe and fall from the mountains, or otherwife defcend from hea- 

ven and fertle upon the vallies, promife a faire and drie feafon. 

Leaving the ftarres and clouds above, let us come to our fires that we make andkeepein our 
houlcs here beneath, for they are to be raunged in the next place of our prognoftication. If the 
frethen burne in the chimney pale,and kecpe therewith 2 huzzing noife,wee find by experience 
thatitforefhewerh tempelt and ftormie weather :asalfo we may be lure of raine, in cafe weefec a 
rie fubftance or foot gathered about lamps and candle fnuffs :if you fee the flame either - 
of fre or candle mount winding and waving as tt were,long you shall not be without wind. The 

D lneisto be faid of fice andcandie light, if either they feeme co goe out of chemfelves, or tokin- 
dic andtake fire with much adoe. Alfo, when we difcerne in the fire anumber of {parkles gathe- 
tedtogitherand hanging oneco another: or if when the pot is taken off from the fire, thecoles 
licketo the boctome and fides: ot when the fire being raked inembres, keepeth a {pitting and 
(parkling from it :alfo, if the afhes lying upon che hearth grow cogither :and laft of all, when che 
lve cole thineth brighter or fcorcheth more than ordinane : all thefe be figns of raine. 

Goe wealitele lower ro the water, for chat clement alfo giveth fignes of the weather :andfnft 
ofall, fyou fee the fea within the haven, after the floud is gone, in alow andebb water to bee 
calme,and yet heare it kcepea rumbling noife within,ittoretheweth wind :if 1 doe chus by anes 
and fus one after another, refting ftill and quiet beeween-whiles, it prefageth cold weather & ratn: 
‘emt in calme and faire weather the fea {trond or water banks refound and makea noife, itisa 
token of a bitter tempeft: (0 it fareth allo with the very fea it felfe ;for if ic becalme, & yee makea 
roating.or if the fome therof be feen to {carter too & fro, ot the verie water to boile & buble, you 
may be bold to foretell of empets:the Puffins alfo of thefea, [7.fithes named in Latin Pulmo- 
nés itthey appeare {wimming above water,do forefignifie cold wether for many dates togither:
